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THE  FRONTISPIECE. 


The  front  part  of  the  house,  as  shown  in  the  Albertype  Frontis- 
piece, was  built  in  Bernardston,  Mass.,  by  (8)  Samuel  Cunnabell^ 
about  1770 — probably  a  little  earlier.  A  part  of  the  "l.""  in  the 
rear,  still  standing  but  not  shown  in  the  cut,  was  built  by  him  on  the 
first  settlement  of  the  town  in  1739 — the  second  dwelling-house  in 
the  town — at  which  time  there  Avas  no  road  or  travel  beyond  his 
home  through  the  entire  State  of  Vermont  to  Canada.  The  roof 
was  covered  with  slate  in  182S  bv  his  grandson,  (34)  Joseph  Conna- 
ble,^  and  remains  in  perfect  condition.  The  old  shingles  as  well  as 
the  clapboards  were  secured  with  wrought  nails  made  upon  the 
anvil  bv  a  neighboring  blacksmith.  After  the  death  of  (8)  Samuel-'^ 
the  homestead  was  occupied  by  his  son  {16)  john^  and  his  grand- 
sons (34)  Joseph^  and  (45)  Samuel^  until  1842.  Three  generations 
of  thirtv-three  Connables  were  born  here.  For  further  notices  of 
the  house  see  pages  37,  41,  42,44,  53,  54,  55,  58,  77  and  91.  The 
picture  is  from  a  photograph  taken  in  October,  1885.  The  house 
fronts  easterly,  and  is  on  the  main  road  from  Greenfield,  Mass.,  to 
Brattleboro,  Vt.

^Vliout  t\venty-H\  L'  years  a^o  Re\-.  Joseph  Conable  Thomas,  tlieii 
a  stiulent  at  E\-anstoii,  111.  (pa^e  88),  and  John  B.  Newconili,  of 
Els^in,  111.  (page  6^),  commenced  collecting  genealogical  and  other 
data,  in  the  hope  that  at  no  \  erv  distant  da\  a  memoii'  of  the  Cun- 
nabell,  Conable  or  Connalile  t;nnil\-  would  he  printed,  and  the  facts 
so  gathered  caret'ull\-  presei"\ed  to  posterity.  At  \aiious  intervals 
since  then  Mr.  Xewcom!)  has  continued  the  work  to  the  present 
time.  In  1883-S4  Edwaids  J.  Connahle,"  of  |ackson,  Mich,  (page 
iiS),  became  interested  in  making,  for  his  own  convenience,  a  tabu- 
lar pedigree  of  the  descendants  of  the  Bernardston  and  Levden 
(Mass.)  jiranches  of  the  familv,  and  being  thus  led  almost  iniawares 
into  undeitaking  a  full  and  complete  genealog\'  of  the  famiU  in 
America,  has  since  been  busil\-  engaged  in  its  completion. 

Persons  who  have  had  no  experience  in  genealogical  investiga- 
tions can  have  no  conception  of  the  amount  of  time,  patience,  perse- 
verance and  care  recpiired  in  a  work  of  this  kind.  It  has  been  the 
pin-pose  to  make  the  work  as  accurate  as  possible,  \'et  it  is  almost 
impossible  in  a  work  embracing  so  man\-  names,  dates,  etc.,  not  to 
fall  into  some  errors,  especiallv  where  the  data  has  lieen  indistinctl\- 
written  or  incorrectly  reported  to  the  compilers.  In  conflicting 
statements,  those  supported  bv  what  seemed  the  greatest  weight  t)f 
evidence  have  been  adopted.  If  an\-  do  not  find  as  full  an  accoimt 
of  themsehes  and  families  as  was  anticipated,  it  is  liecause,  with  ex- 
ceptional instances,  no  more  was  fuiMiished.

FIRST     SETTI.EMENTS    IN    AMERICA. 

(l)  John  Cunnabell, '  the  immig^rant  from  London,  England, 
located  in  Boston,  Mass.,  about  1674,  and  had  three  sons  and  eight 
daughters.  Of  these  sons,  only  (3)  Samuel-  had  children,  and 
through  his  three  sons,  (8)  Samuel,-''  (i  i)  John^  and  (12)  Preserved,-'' 
all  bearing  the  name  in  America  have  descended.  (8)  Samuel-' 
removed  from  Boston  in  1739,  and  settled  in  what  was  then  known 
as  "Fall  Town,"  now  Bernardston,  Fianklin  count\-,  Mass.,  and 
was  the  ancestor  of  what  is  known  as  the  Bernardston  branch  of 
the  family.  His  brother  (11)  John-'  remained  on  the  old  homestead 
in  Boston  until  1772,  when  he  remo\  ed  to  Leyden,  formcrlv  a  part 
of  Bernardston,  and  was  the  ancestor  of  the  Leyden  branch.  His 
brother  (12)  Preserved-'  removed  from  Boston  to  Nova  Scotia  in 
1749  or  17^0,  and  was  the  ancestor  of  the  Nova  Scotia  branch  of  the 
familv.  It  appears  that  all  the  chiUlren  of  the  second  generation, 
except  (2)  John, 2  were  born  in  Boston,  as  were  all  of  the  third  and 
one  family  of  the  fourth  generations. 

EARLY    DOCUMENTS. 

It  was  very  fortunate  for  the  compilers  that  many  early  docu- 
ments were  still  preserved  in  the  familv.  Among  the  papers  may 
be  named:  powei"  of  attorney,  agreements,  deeds,  bonds,  wills  and 
other  probate  papers.  The  earliest  of  these  papers  is  printed 
on  page  27,  others  on  pages  28,  29  and  30.  These  and  other  early 
papers  came  into  possession  of  (8)  Samuel  Cunnabell-'  about  1730, 
and    were   transmitted   in    1797   to  his  son  (16)  John,*  his  executor. 

(16)  John's*  estate  was  settled  in  1813-14  by  his  son  (34)  Joseph,-** 
who  came  into  possession  of  the  papers,  and  upon  his  remo\al  to 
Xenia,  Ohio,  in  1837,  the  accumulated  documents  of  nearl\-  a  hun- 
dred years  were  left  with  his  brother  (4=;)  Samuel,-"'  still  living  in 
Bernardston.  All  these  precious  papers  ai'c  now  in  possession  of 
(84)  Edwards  J.  Connable,"  son  of  (34)  Joseph,-''  and  ha\  e  pro\en 
of  inestimable  value  in  the  preparation  of  this  \\-()rk. 

OKIIKXJRAl'm'    OF     rilE     NAME. 

John  Cunnabell,!  the  progenitor  of  the  famih  in  this  country, 
appears  to  have  written  his  name    Ctoiahell  in    1673,  when    he  was 
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33  years  old  and  residing  in  London,  England.  After  settling  in 
Boston,  Mass.,  his  numerous  autographs  still  preserved  show  that 
he  wrote  it  C7innabell.  His  children  and  grandchildren  with  a  sin- 
gle exception,  so  far  as  knovvn,  also  wrote  the  name  Ctinnabell^  as 
did  also  most  of  his  great-grandchildren.  Tlie  descendants  of  his 
grandson  Preserved,  of  Nova  Scotia,  so  continue  to  write  it.  With 
the  iourth  and  fifth  gene.ations  in  the  United  States  came  the 
change  to  Conablc  and  Co/niab/e,  and  in  one  or  the  other  of  these 
three  ways  the  name  is  now  invariably  written  by  persons  hearing 
it.  In  the  following  pages  it  has  been  the  purpose  to  print  the 
names  as  the  persons  usually  wrote  or  now  write  them. 

The  varieties  of  spelling,  as  shown  by  the  following  table,  have 
come  about  in  nearly  all  cases  by  persons  outside  the  famil}-  writing 
the  name  chiefly  from  the  pronunciation.  The  names  are  copied 
from  town,  church,  probate  and  other  court  records,  gravestones, 
military  records,  deeds,  etc.:

ABBREVIATIONS    AND    SYSTEM    OF    NOTATION. 

b.  stands  for  born,  m.  for  married  and  d.  for  died.  The  meaning 
of  other  abbreviations  will  be  obvious,  as  they  are  in  common  use. 

The  small  superior  figure  at  the  end  of  a  name  denotes  the  man- 
ber  of  the  generation  from  the  immigrant  (i)  John, 1  the  first  known 
ancestor.  Thus:  Samuel,'^  or  Samuel  Cunnabell,^  denotes  he  was 
of  the  third  generation,  or  grandson. 

The  pedigree  of  each  family  may  be  seen  at  a  glance.  Immedi- 
ately following  the  name  of  each  head  of  a  family  in  large  type  are 
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the  names  (in  parenthesis,  except  one,)  of  the  ancestors  hack  to  (:) 
lohn^  the  immiijrant;  the  first  name  in  the  parenthesis  lu-ing  the 
o-raiulfatliei-,  the  next  the  ^-reat-orandtather,  etc. 

The  chilchen  of  Connahlcs  or  C'onnahle  mothers  are  arranged  in 
the  order  of  hirth,  so  far  as  known,  lieginnin^-  witli  the  eldest  or 
first-born  and  nnmhered  in  the  left-hand  mary-in.  Tiie  lar_<;e  faced 
figures  in  small  tvpe  in  the  right-hand  maigin  oi-  side  (^f  the  page 
denote,  with  a  few  exceptions,  that  persons  so  numhereil  became 
parents;  and  to  find  an  account  of  these  parents  and  the'r  descend- 
ants the  reader  sliould  refer  forwaixl  to  the  sa/iw  iuttnhc>-  (in  paren- 
thesis) in  the  largest  t\pe  and  in  the  left-hand  margin.  The  num- 
bers in  parenthesis  placed  at  the  head  of  families  refer  back  to  the 
same  tiiii)ibci-s  hi  tJie  rio-]it-hami  niargiii  where  the  same  names 
are  placed  among  tlie  children  of  their  parents.  For  example: 
(l6)  John  Cunnabell,*  P^'.^t^  33?  bad  a  family  of  thirteen  children, 
whose  names  are  gi\en  f)n  page  6i,  as  also  the  dates  of  their  births 
and  //a/ues  of  perso//s  to  zchcm  )uarried.  At  the  ri oht-haini  t)/ar- 
o'i//  of  the  page  each  one  of  the  thirteen  childien  has  ix  separate  nn/n- 
her  in  large  faced  tvpe,  Philenda-^  being  numbered  33;  Joseph,^ 
34;  Amy,-'  35:  and  so  down  to  Samuel/'  the  thirteenth  child,  who 
is  numbered  45.  The  account  of  this  (33)  Philenda'''  'm^^^  hei- 
family  will  be  found  on  page  76,  and  on  the  same  page  begins  the 
account  of  her  brother  (34)  Joseph^  and  his  family.  Families  may 
be  readily  traced  back  to  the  first  John  Cunnabell.  (173)  Eveline 
Conable,'  page  i6o,is  the  daughter  and  fifth  child  of  (130)  Squire 
Maxwell  Conable,''  page  141;  granddaughter  of  (58)  John,'' 
page  99;  great-granddaughter  of  (22)  John,^  p:';?'-'  '^7 '^  great- 
great-granddaughter  of  (11)  John,''  page  46;  great-great-great- 
granddaughter  of  (3)  Samuel,-  page  23,  and  great-great-great-

DOUBLE     DATINO. 

Prior  to  lyS-  the  Julian  calendar  was  in  use,  and  the  legal  year 
began  on  the  35th  of  IVlarch,  the  historical  year  beginning  |anuarv 
I.  In  all  cases  of  double  dates  the  last  figure  indicates  the  year  ac- 
cording to  the  present  calculation;  thus:  Jan.  25,  1649-1650,  should 
be  read  Jan.  2^^  16^0.  The  double  dating  ^yas  only  used  between 
January    1  and  March  2^,  and  not  later  than  the  year  17^2.

The  sixt\-four  autographs  herein  printed  are  faithful  fac-similcs 
of  the  originals. 

FAMILY    CnARACTERISTICS. 

Traditions  in  all  branches  of  the  family  agree  that  the  early  gen- 
erations were  persons  of  great  intlusti-y,  integrity  and  high  moral 
and  religious  character;  and  it  is  but  simple  justice  to  say  that  these 
traits  are  well  preseryed  in  their  descendants. 
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The  accounts  given  of  some  of  its  nicmheis  are  but  fair  samples 
of  what  might  have  been  written  of  manv  others.  While  it  would 
have  been  agreeable  to  write  out  full  narratives  of  manv  who  have 
passed  away  and  others  now  li\ing,  it  woidd  have  been  a  long 
labor,  largely  increasing  the  size  of  the  volume,  the  primary  aim  of 
which  is  the  preservation  of  famil\    records. 

A  large  number  of  the  famil\-  appear  to  ha\e  been  mechanics, 
and  manv  who  have  not  engaged  in  mechanical  pursuits  have  shown 
an  aptitude  or  genuis  in  that  direction, 

RESEARCHES     IX     ENGLAND. 

As  shown  by  copy  of  a  legal  document,  prmted  upon  page  9, 
(i)  John  Cunnabell,'  the  progenitor  of  the  family  in  America,  was 
a  "Citizen  and  Joyner  of  London,"  England,  in  1673;  that  means 
that  he  was  a  member  of  the  Guild  or  Company  of  Joiners  or  Car- 
penters, an  organization  which  has  been  continued  down  to  the 
present  time.  Henry  F.  Waters,  Esq.,  of  Salem,  Mass.,  a  most  dis- 
tinguished antiquary,  and  now  residing  in  London,  has  been  and  is 
now  making  researches  respecting  the  Cunnabell  ancestry  in  Eng- 
land.    Under  date  of  May  15,  1885,  he  wrote: 

"I  learn  that  upon  application  at  the  proper  quarter  I  can,  perhaps,  get  a 
look  at  the  joiners''  Booi-s;  but  I  shall  have  to  pay  at  least  a  guinea.  *  *  If 
the  records  are  extant  (say  1650-1673),  then  I  am  quite  sure  we  should  learn 
the  age  or  parentage  of  John  Cunnabell.  I  ha\e  been  making  something  of  a 
hunt  in  the  'Records  of  Wills'  witiiout  success,  but  \\\\\  continue."     *        * 

The  .Secretary  of  the  Joiners'  Company  was  employed  to  make  a 
search  of  the  records,  and  on  the  25th  of  July  last  he  reported  by 
letter  that  he  had  made  a  very  exhaustive  search  through  the 
records  of  the  company  from  1650  to  16S0,  and  did  not  find  the 
name  of  Cunnabell  or  Connabell. 

August  II,  Mr.  W'aters  writes: 

"If  it  is  really  a  fact  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  books  of  the  Joiners'  Com- 
pany about  John  Cunnabell  between  these  dates,  he  may  have  been  a  joiner 
b\-  trade,  but  free,  by  patrimonx ,  of  some  other  company.  In  that  case,  tlie 
will  of  his  father  becomes  important,  and  should  be  searched  for  in  all  the 
London  courts.  That  would  probably  give  the  name  of  the  company.  His 
own  marriage  license  might  also  gi\e  the  name  of  the  company  he  was  free  of. 

"As  to  the  origin  of  the  name,  I  can  only  say  that  I  have  never  come  across 
it,  and  so  ha\e  no  evidence  to  base  an  opinion." 
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Under  date  of  Nov.  2^,  1S85,  he  writes: 

"1  ha\  0  lieen  lookiiiij;  in  Iho  Pcrogalix  t'  Court  of  Canterhur\  for  the  w  ill  of 
John  Ciimiabeirs  father,  but  tluis  far  in  \ain.  I  have  also  searched  the  Coni- 
missar\'  Court  of  London.  I  w  ill  also  look  into  the  Consistory  Court  of  Lon- 
don, and  some  of  the  otlier  less  known  Registries,  limiting  for  an  indi\-idual 
here  is  iKjt  the  easiest  task  in  the  \vf)rld,  as  vou  max-  well  bcliexe,  oi"  rather 
woidd  believe  if  nou  were  to  see  the  calendars  or  indexes  tjne  has  to  wade 
through.  *  *  In  a  few  days  I  may  be  able  to  answer  about  these  otlier 
courts.      1  ha\  e  not  \  et  seen  the  name  anywhere      much  to  ni\   siu-prise." 

Shoiikl  Mr.  Waters  he  siiecessfiil  in  tindinj^^  soon  some  faets  re- 
specting the  family  in  Enjjiantl,  a  circnlar  containing-  the  result  of 
his  researches  will  he  printed  and  sent  to  each  owner  of  this  work. 
The  completion  of  the  printing  of  this  family  histor\-  has  heen  de- 
layed in  the  hope  of  tracing  the  family  in    England.

(l)  John  Cunnabell/  the  immigrant  ancestor  from  whom  all 
of  the  name  Conable,  Connable  and  Cunnabell  are  descended,  who 
have  lived  or  are  now  living  in  America,  came  from  London, 
England,  after  November,  1673,  probably  in  1674,  to  Boston,  Mass., 
where  he  appears  to  have  resided  until  his  decease  in  1724. 

In  February,  1S64,  the  late  Thomas  B.  VVyman,  of  Charlestown, 
Mass.,  a  most  distinguished  antiquarian  and  genealogist,  began  a 
search  of  the  records  of  Boston  and  vicinity  with  the  view  of 
determining  zv/iere  John  Cunnabell  resided  prior  to  his  appearance 
as  an  inhabitant  of  Boston.  i\fter  a  most  diligent  search,  extending 
over  a  period  of  more  that  three  years,  he  most  fortunately  discov- 
ered, in  an  out-of-the-way  place  among  an  immense  and  hetero- 
geneous mass  of  papers  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  courts  for  Suf- 
folk countv,  in  Boston,  a  paper  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy : 

Suit  of  John  Russell  Citizen  of  London  Iron  monger  (by  Attorney)  Versus 
John  Cunnabel,  Cooper  of  Boston  otherwise  called  John  Connabel  Citizen  & 
Joyner  of  London,  for  Debt  by  Bill  or  Writing  Dated  Nov  17,  1673.  Suit 
June  16,  1709.     £48  :  12s. 

The  foregoing  proves  that  Mr.  Cunnabell  came  from  London, 
[England]  where,  in  November,  1673,  he  was  a  "  Citizen  and 
Joyner;"  it  is  highly  probable  he  was  born  there,  where  researches 
are  now  being  made  with  the  view  of  learning  what  may  be  found 
respecting  his  ancestry  in  England;  the  result  of  the  researches 
coming  too  late  for  insertion  here  will  appear  in  the  Introduction  to 
this  work. 

The  Suffolk  county  court  files  in  Boston  between  1629  and  1720 
are  now  being  carefully  arranged  in  chronological  order  by  cases, 
the  result  being  a  very  recent  discovery  of  other  papers  in  the  case 
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referred  to,   among  them  a  note   given  by   Mr.  C.  of  which  the 
following  is  a  copy:

It  appears  from  other  papers  in  the  case  that  friendly  letters  had 
passed  between  Mr.  Russell  and  Air.  Cunnabell ;  that  they  married 
sisters;  that  Mrs.  Cunnabell  had  the  goods  for  which  the  bill  was 
given,  but  no  profit  from  them.  It  is  evident  Mr.  Russell  did  not 
intend  to  collect  when  Mr.  C.  came  to  America  with  his  family, 
but  becoming  poor  he  endeavored  to  collect  the  account  35  years 
after  the  same  was  made.  Quite  a  number  of  Mr.  Cunnabell's  auto- 
graphs have  been  preserved,  and  in  every  case  except  the  foregoing 
he  has  written  his  name  Cunnabell,  and  it  is  probable  in  this  case 
he  omitted  one  "  n  "  thinking  he  might  then  have  room  sufficient  to 
write  the  last  syllable  in  full  without  being  turned  aside  by  the  wax 
seal. 

Mr.  Cunnabell  evidently  remained  in  Boston  until  he  joined  a 
company  for  service  in  King  Philip's  War,  under  Capt.  William 
Turner,  of  Boston.  Feb.  23,  1675-6,  a  list  of  the  company  was 
taken  at  Medfield.  It  consisted  of  about  100  men,  chiefly  from 
Boston.  The  company  was  ordered  to  Northampton  and  defended 
it  against  the  Indians  Mar.  14,  1676;  the  Indians  assaulted  the  town 
in  full  force  but  were  repulsed.  Early  in  April,  1676,  Maj.  Thomas 
Savage  withdrew  his  troops,  leaving  Capt.  Tiu'ner  with  151  men  to 
garrison  the  towns.  At  this  ^^eriod  of  King  Philip's  War  a  large 
body  of  Indian  warriors,  with  their  wives  and  children,  were 
assembled  at  the  falls  on  Connecticut  river,  between  (iill  and 
Montague,  engaged  in  catching  shad,  which  at  that  period  were 
found  there  in  large  numbers.  Having  learned  from  two  boys,  who 
had  been  taken  prisoners  by  the  Indians  and  escaped  to  their  friends, 
that  the  Indians  were  busily  engaged  at  the  falls  in  catching  and 
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curing  fish,  and  were  in  no  expectation  of  any  molestation,  Capt. 
Turner  assembled  two  companies  of  about  i8o  mounted  men,  and 
on  the  evening  of  the  17th  of  May,  1676,  left  Hatfield  for  the 
"  Great  Falls,"  dismounted  about  daylight  the  next  morning,  leaving 
their  horses  about  one-half  mile  from  the  Indians'  camp  and  in  care 
of  a  guard.  The  surprise  of  the  Indians  was  complete.  An  attack 
was  then  made  upon  them  and  over  300  were  killed  or  drowned 
while  attempting  to  escape  by  crossing  the  river.  Turner  lost  but 
one  soldier.  Just  as  the  fight  at  the  falls  was  finished  and  the 
march  towards  the  horses  had  begun,  a  small  party  of  Indians  were 
seen  crossing  the  river  above  the  falls  and  twenty  English  were 
sent  to  meet  them,  but  were  repulsed  and  driven  back  to  the  main 
body.  About  this  time  another  party  of  Indians  from  below 
attacked  the  guard  left  with  the  horses,  but  were  beaten  off  until  the 
English  arrived  and  remounted  their  horses  and  began  the  march 
toward  Hatfield,  Capt.  Holyoke  with  apart  of  the  force  covering  the 
rear.  Large  additions  had  now  joined  the  Indians  from  the  east  side 
of  the  river,  and  a  capti^■e  brought  the  rumor  of  the  dreaded  King 
Philip  at  the  head  of  1,000  warriors  in  full  pursuit.  A  panic  came 
upon  the  troops;  van,  center  and  rear  became  separated.  One 
party  was  ambushed  in  a  swamp  and  cut  off;  another  party,  losing 
the  way,  were  made  prisoners.  Capt.  Turner  conducted  his  com- 
pany as  far  as  Green  river,  at  the  passage  of  which  the  enemy 
came  up  and  attacked  them  in  force  and  he  was  killed  there.  Capt. 
Holyoke,  with  the  survivors,  reached  Hatfield  after  several  subse- 
quent severe  engagements,  with  onlv  about  one-half  of  the  original 
number.  John  Cunnabell  escaped  with  his  life!  The  battle  was 
afterwards  known  as  the  "  Falls  Fight,"  the  last  great  battle  of  the 
Indian  War.  The  "  Falls "  are  now  known  as  Turner's  Falls, 
named  in  honor  of  the  commander  of  the  day.  The  company  was 
in  garrison  at  Hadley  June  26,  1676. 

John  Hull,  of  Boston,  was  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts 
Colony  1675-16S0;  his  journal  shows  that  Mr.  Cunnabell  received 
.£3 :  Ss  and  6d  for  his  services  under  Capt.  William  Turner.  The 
ledger  into  which  the  transactions  were  posted,  as  also  the  "debent- 
ers,"  or  vouchers,  have  been  lost — probably  burned  in  the  Old 
State  House  fire.  In  the  account  of  military  service  Mr.  Cunnabell 
was  credited  as  follows:

It  is  well  known  that  many  of  Capt.  Tnrner's  men  were,  like 
himself.  Baptists.  He  had  raised  a  company,  it  is  said,  of  volunteers 
in  the  early  part  of  King  Philip's  War,  and  offered  them  to  the 
General  Court  to  fight  the  Indians,  but  those  "staunch  old  bigots" 
would  not  accept  them  unless  they  would  enlist  under  orthodox 
officers,  but  finally  were  glad  to  take  them  any  way.  Mr.  Cunna- 
bell  may  have  been  a  Baptist  before  joining  the  Old  South  Church 
in  1690;  and  this  may  serve  to  explain  the  delav  in  the  baptism  of 
his  chilch"en  by  his  first  wife. 

Ncarlv  60  years  after  the  "Falls  Fight,"  Jan.  3i,  1736,  the 
General  Court  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  in  New  England  acknowl- 
edged the  important  and  perilous  service  rendered,  by  a  grant  of 
land;  it  then  granted  to  the  survivors  of  the  fight  and  the  descend- 
ants of  the  others  a  township,  which  w^as  called,  in  honor  of  the 
fight,  "  Fall  Town,"  which  was  incorporated  with  the  name  of 
Bernardston  Mar.  6,  1762.  Among  the  list  of  grantees  appears 
the  name  of  "  Samuel  Cunniball,  Boston,  son  of  John  Cunniball." 
The  tract  of  land  included  the  present  towns  of  Bernardston  and 
Leydcn  and  a  part  of  Colerain,  all  now  in  Franklin  Co.,  Mass.  A 
provision  of  the  Grant  required  the  land  to  go,  when  the  father 
was  deceased,  to  the  eldest  son  living,  and  in  case  there  was  no  son 
then  to  the  oldest  male  descendant.  John  Cunnabell's  share,  there- 
fore, went  to  his  son  Samuel, ^  his  eldest  son  John^  having  died  in 

1705- 

In  the  diary  of  Jeremiah  l^umstead,  of  Boston,  "a  staunch  and 

active  member  of  the  Old  South  Church,"  he  refers  to  the  death  of 
John  Cunnabein  under  date  of  Apr.  10,  1724,  as  follows: 

On  y<^  10,  in  y*'  morning  about  5,  old  Mr.  Connabell,  y-'  Joiner,  dyed,  & 
buryed  on  y"  13  day,  aged  74  years  3  months  15  days. 

From  this  it  would  appear  that  Mr,  Cunnabcll  was  born  Jan.  25, 

1649-1650,  or  as  now  written  Jan.  35,  1650,  and  died  April  10,  1724. 

Mr.  Cunnabell  was  married  three  times;  the  name  of  his  first 
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wife  has  not  been  found.  His  second  wife  was  Sarah  Claves, 
Cloise  or  Cloyse,  as  written  upon  the  ancient  records,  and  his  third 
wife  was  ]Martha  Hely.  Mr.  Cunnabell  married  his  first  wife 
in  London,  England,  about  1672,  and  she  died  in  Boston  about 
1687.  By  her  lie  had  sons  John  and  Robert,  who  left  no  descend- 
ants; also  three  daughters.  His  second  wife,  Sarah  Claves,  by 
whom  he  had  four  children,  was  born  in  Wells,  Maine,  in  1666  or 
1667;  was  daughter  of  Peter*  and  Hannah  (Littlefield)  Clares. 
]Mr.  Cunnabell  married  her  in  Salem,  Mass.,  Mar.  13,  16SS-9.  In 
the  record  of  their  marriage  her  name  is  written  Cloise.  She  died 
in  Boston  before  Dec.  10,  1700,  as  at  this  date  he  was  married  by 
Rev.  Cotton  Mather  to  his  third  wife,  Martha  Helv,  who  survived 
her  husband  eleven  years,  dying  in  Boston  in  1735.  By  his  third 
wife  he  had  two  children.  All  of  his  posterity  bearing  his  surname 
are  descended  fi"om  his  second  wife,  Sarah  Claves. 

Mr.  Cunnabell  appears  to  have  made  but  one  purchase  of  real 
estate  in  Boston,  at  least  the  records  show  but  one;  this  lot  he 
bought  in  1693,  ^^^^  resided  upon  31  years,  or  until  his  decease  in 
1724.  As  traced  down  to  the  present  time  it  is  situated  on  the 
southeast  side  of  Hanover  street,  between  Washington  street  and 
Friend  street.  The  first  owner  of  record  was  Nathaniel  Hunne, 
who  mortgaged  it  to  Simon  Lynde  in  1662;  Hunne  paid  this 
mortgage  and  in  1667  made  a  mortgage  to  Samuel  Shrimpton,  but 
in  1669  Mr.  Hunne  made  an  absolute  deed  to  iSIr.  Lynde.  Nathan- 
iel Newdigate  or  Newgate,  a  son-in-law  of  Mr.  Lynde,  became 
the  owner  as  heir  through  his  wife  Sarah,  a  daughter  of  !Mr,  Lynde. 
Mr,  Newdigate  and  wife  Sarah  sold  to  John  Cunnabell,  joiner,  as 
per  Suffolk  Deeds  (Vol.  16,  page  403),  the  property  described  as  the 
house  and  land  now  occupied  fiy  Giles  Goddard,  situated  "  in  the 

*  Peter  Claves  (son  of  John),  b.  in  Watertown,  Mass.,  May  27,  1639,  settled 
about  1663  in  Wells,  Me.;  removed  about  1678  to  Salem  Village  (now  Dan- 
vers),  Mass.;  was  one  of  the  original  members  of  the  church  in  Salem  Milage 
organized  Nov.  19,  16S9,  and  which  his  wife  joined  Jan.  12  following;  he 
removed  to  Frammingham,  ^Vlass.,  1693,  and  d.  July  18,  1708.  By  his  first 
wife,  Hannah  (Littlefield),  of  Wells,  Me.,  who  died  about  16S0,  he  had  6 
children  named  below.  He  m.  (2)  Mrs.  Sarah  Bridges  and  (3)  Mrs.  Susannah 
Beers.  In  his  will,  dated  July  15,  1708,  he  names  "grandchildren  born  of  my 
daughter,  Sarah  Cunnable."

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Inick  street  leading  over  the  Mill  Bridge"  (now  known  as  Hanover 
street),  bounded  northwesterly  30  feet  by  the  street;  northeasterly 
by  Josiah  Cobham ;  southeasterly  by  Sampson  Stoddard  (formerlv 
Hope  Allen's),  and  southwesterly  by  the  late  T.  Thatcher;  92  feet 
deep,  a  part  of  Simon  Lvnde's  estate;  consideration  XSo:5s;  dated 
July  12,  1693,  acknowledged  same  day  and  recorded  Sept.  35,  1694. 
Nov.  3,  1710,  Mr.  Cunnabell  and  wife  Martha  mortgaged  the 
property  (Vol.  25,  p.  141),  to  P.  Sargent, — 30  feet  front  by  92  feet 
deep,  described  as  being  located  on  "the  Back  Street  now  called 
Hanover  Street,  leading  over  the  Mill  Bridge;"  discharged  Dec.  19, 
1 7 15.  They  mortgaged  the  property  (Vol.  30,  p.  70),  Dec.  17, 
1715,  to  John  Valentine  for  .i'130, — described  as  house  and  lot 
owned  and  occupied  by  John  Cunnabell,  bounded  northwesterly  on 
Hanover  street  30  feet,  northeasterly  by  the  late  Josiah  Cobham, 
southeasterly  by  the  heirs  of  Sampson  Stoddard,  southwesterly  by 
heirs  of  Thomas  Savage;  93  feet  deep;  discharged  Sept.  37,  1733. 
Mr.  Cunnabell's  administrator,  James  Pierpont,  sold  the  estate 
(Vol.  55,  p.  33),  Aug,  34,  1736,  to  John  Earl,  who  married  Mr. 
Cunnabell's  daughter  Mary.  The  next  sale  was  by  this  Mary, 
widow  of  John  Earl,  after  two  or  three  transfers,  to  perfect  the  title 
in  herself,  to  Benjamin  Andrews  (Vol,  88,  p.  309),  in  1755,  After 
Mr,  Andrews's  death  the  estate  was  sold  liv  his  administrator  (Vol. 
137,  p.  1S6),  Mar.  8,  17S3,  to  John  Andrews,  who  bought  the  estate 
next  northeast  (Vol.  137,  p.  85),  and  both  estates  became  merged 
into  one.  John  Andrews  sold  both  estates  (Vol.  193,  p.  351),  Jan. 
18,  iSoo,  to  Thomas  Capen,  and  since  then  the  estate  has  remained 
in  the  Capen  family.  In  185-  the  city  laid  out  a  new  street  from 
Union  street  to  Hanover  street  to  connect  with  Friend  street,  which 
run  out  of  Hanover  street  in  a  northwesterly  direction  near  the 
Eastern  railway  station,  the  cut  for  the  continuation  of  Friend 
street  taking  off  all  or  nearly  all  of  the  lot  which  was  added  to  the 
Cunnabell  estate  by  John  Andrews.  In  1869  the  city  widened 
Hanover  street  to  60  feet,  taking  30  or  more  feet  from  the  fi'ont  of 
the  estate,  and  in  1871  the  extension  of  Washington  street  to  Hay- 
market  Sc^uare  took  from  the  estate  a  small  three-cornered  piece  on 
Hanover  street,  so  that  the  location  of  John  Cunnabell's  house,  as 
before  stated,  was  on  the  southeast  side  of  Hanover  street  and 
between  Friend  and  Washington  streets,  Friend  street  being  very 
nearly,  if  not  exactly,  the  northern  boundary  of  Mr.  C's  lot. 
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The  localion  and  boundaries  of  Mr.  Cunnabell's  lot  are  shown 
upon  the  following-  map  (page  16)  by  dotted  lines;  his  name  is  also 
printed  upon  the  lot.  The  building  now  standing  upon  the  old 
homestead  and  ereeted  when  Friend  street  was  laid  out,  is  cf  free 
stone,  four  stones  high;  it  fronts  72  feet  on  Friend  street,  where 
it  is  numbered  54  and  60;  about  17  feet  on  Hanover  street,  where 
its  number  is  107;  and  on  Washington  street  it  extends  about  23 
feet,  where  it  is  numbered  62  and  64. 

Mr.  Cunnabell's  name  appears  on  the  assessment  roll  of  Boston, 
16S6,  in  district  or  ward  No.  4;  also  on  the  rolls  of  Aug.  27,  16SS, 
and  June  20,  1691,  and  as  an  iidiabitant  of  Boston  in  ward  or 
precinct  No.  4  in  1695.  Many  of  the  assessment  rolls  are  missing. 
He  was  hving  in  16S6  near  where  he  jDurchased  in  i6(j3.  He  joined 
the  Old  South  Church  Feb.  9,  16S9-1690,  and  continued  a  member 
of  it  until  his  death,  34  years  afterward.  His  children,  John,  Eliz- 
abeth, Susannah,  Robert,  Aliigail,  Deborah  and  TIannah,  were 
baptized  in  the  Old  South  Church;  his  youngest  child,  Mary,  was 
baptized  in  the  Old  North  or  Second  Church,  to  which  it  is  proba- 
ble his  third  wife  belonged  before  his  marriage  to  her.  Mr.  C. 
became  a  freeman  May  15,  1690;  was  chosen  ty thing  man  Mar.  11, 
1694-5;  Mar.  13,  1703-4;  Mar.  i_|,  1714-15;  Mar.  10,  171S-19, 
and  Mar.  13,  173 1-2.  In  a  deposition  in  the  Supreme  Court  Oct. 
3,  1694,  concerning  some  cisterns,  he  states  his  age  to  be  44  years. 
Again  in  deposition  (Massachusetts  Archives,  Vol.  8,  page  i<:]4), 
sworn  in  court  Jan.  7,  1 703,  he  states  his  age  to  be  "  ffif  ty  Two 
yeares  or  thereabout,"  and  "that  some  years  before  M''  Gyles  Dyer 
came  &  lived  in  his  house  in  Conduit  Street  next  adjoining  to  y'^ 
house  and  land  of  Richard  Cheever  he  well  remembeis  that  v^ 
northerly  corner  of  the  s'^  Cheevers  Land  then  rini  upon  a  bevell- 
ing line  as  it  doth  now."  The  well  known  Judge  Samuel  Sewall 
in  his  Diary  says:  "John  Cunable  takes  measure  for  a  window  in 
my  wive's  Bed  Chamber."  And  again,  under  date  of  Oct.  12,  1695, 
he  writes:  "John  Cunable  finishes  the  stairs  out  of  the  wooden 
house  to  the  top  of  the  Brick  house." 

Mr.  Cunnabell's  will  is  on  file  in  the  probate  office  in  Boston  and 
is  in  a  good  state  of  preservation.     The  following  is  an  exact  copy :

(2)  John  Cunnabell,"  son  of  John, '  page  9,  was  born  about 
1673,  cither  in  London,  England,  or  Boston,  Mass.  When  a  young 
man  he  was  baptized  in  the  Old  vSouth  Church,  Boston,  Feb.  16, 
1689-90.  He  was  married  by  Rev.  Cotton  Mather  Nov.  2,  1694, 
to  Lydia  I5eighton  and  was  drowned  in  Boston  Api".  10,  170^.  In 
the  record  of  his  death  he  is  called  "John  Cuniball  Junior.""  His 
name  appears  on  assessment  sheet  "  No  3  Countrie  Rate,"  June, 
1691,  also  in  the  list  of  inhabitants  of  Boston  in  1695,  ^^^^  living  in 
ward  or  precinct  No.  2.  His  name  is  not  on  the  land  or  probate 
records,  and  no  children  are  recorded  to  him. 
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(3)  Samuel  Cunnabell,-  son  of  John,]  page  9,  was  born  in 
Boston,  Mass.,  Jan.  16,  1689-90;  was  published  in  J3.  June  17,  1710, 
with  Abigail  Treadwa}^,  of  Charlestow^i,  3d  daughter  of  Josiah 
and  Sarah  (Sweetman)  Treadway,  born  Sept.  24,  1683;  by  her  he 
had  2  children  and  both  died  young;  she  died  Apr.  6,  171 3.  He 
was  married  (2)  in  Boston  by  Rev.  Cotton  Mather  July  23,  1713,  to 
Mrs.  Mary  (Wilson)  Diamond,  w'idow  of  John  Diamond  and 
daughter  of  William  and  Mary  (Pierce)  Wilson.  She  was  married 
to  her  first  husband,  John  Diamond,  Aug.  22,  1709.  She  was  born 
in  Boston  Nov.  4,  1690,  and  was  baptized  in  the  Old  South  Church 
when  12  days  old.  Her  mother,  Mary,  was  daughter  of  John 
Pierce,  of  Boston,  a  bricklayer,  and  wife  Isabel.  Her  father, 
William  Wilson,  was  son  of  Dea.  Edward  Wilson,*  of  Charles- 
town,  Mass.,  whose  wife,  Mary,  was  daughter  of  Dea.  Robert  and 
Joanna  Hale,  early  settlers  of  Charlestown.  Dea.  Robert  Hale 
was  the  ancestor  of  Capt.  Nathan  Hale,  of  the  Connecticut  Conti- 
nentals, the  patriot  spy  of  the  Revolution;  also  of  the  well-known 
Rev.  Edward  E.  Hale  of  the  present  day.  By  his  second  wife  Mr. 
Cunnabell  had  10  children. 

The  first  recorded  title  to  the  land  of  which  Mr.  Cunnabell's  old 
home  was  afterwards  a  part  is  in  Suffolk  Deeds  (Vol.  2,  p.  107),  in 
which,  under  date  of  July  1,  1653,  Sampson  Shore  sells  William 
Waters  for  £29  "starling"  a  parcel  of  land  lying  on  the  north  side 
of  the  street  leading  from  Boston  Water  Mill  towards  the  ferry 
place  leading  to  Charlestown,  being  three  score  and  six  feet  upon 
the  front  and  extending  back  to  the  mill  dam,  etc.  What  is  now 
Cross  street  was  doubtless  a  part  of  the  purchase.  The  town  of 
Boston  had  part  of  the  home  of  Waters  set  off  to  it  as  security  for 

*  Dea.  Edward  Wilson,  of  Charlestown,  Mass.,  a  sergeant,  joined  church  in 
Charlestown  July  29,  1660,  and  d.  in  his  73d  year  Dec.  31.  1706.  He  m.  (i) 
Nov.  6,  1656,  Mary  Hale,  dau.  of  Dea.  Rohert  and  Joanna  Hale,  b.  May  17, 
baptized  19,  1639,  and  d.  Apr.  13,  1696.  Dea.  Robert  Hale,  of  Charlestown, 
Mass.,  came  from  England  probably  in  the  fleet  with  Winthrop,  1630.  and  was 
one  of  the  earliest  members  of  Boston  church,  being  No.  18,  and,  with  his  wife 
Joanna,  among  those  who  formed  the  Charlestown  church  Oct.  14,  1632,  of 
which  he  was  one  of  the  two  first  deacons;  was  freeman  1634;  of  artillery  Co. 
1644;  ensign  and  selectman  11  years;  d.July  16,  1659;  had  5  children,  one  being 
Mary,  the  wife  of  Dea.  Edward  Wilson,  by  whom  she  had  10  children ;  their 
son  William  Wilson,  chairmaker,  of  Boston,  baptized  5  (6)  1660,  owned  cove- 
nant May  14,  1682,  m.  i  (8)  1685,  Mary  Pierce  daughter  of  John  Pierce, 
mason,  by  wife  Isabel,  of  Boston,  and  b.  there  Mar.  13,  1661,  d.  Dec.  15,  1719. 
William  and  Mary  (Pierce)  Wilson  had: 

1  John,  b.  .Sept.  29,  1681,  in  Charlestown. 

2  Samuel,  b.  Aug,  17,  1783,  in  Charlestown. 

3  Mary,  b.  Nov.  4,  1690,  in  Boston;  m.  (i)  John  Diamond  and  (2)  Samuel 
Cunnabell,*  who  became  the  administrator  of  his  wife's  father's  estate. 
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money  expended  in  the  support  of  his  wife.  Waters's  grand  son  by 
the  same  name,  William  Waters,  petitioned  the  town  in  169S  to  be 
allowed  to  redeem  the  estate  by  paying  the  charges.  This  the  town 
agreed  to  do,  and  the  estate  became  his,  it  having  been  given  him 
by  his  grandfother  by  will.  In  1699  Waters  sells  (Vol.  19,  p.  65), 
about  one-half  of  it  to  William  Wilson  (father-in-law  to  Samuel 
Cunnabell^),  butting  on  Back  (now  Salem)  street  and  on  Cross 
street,  rear  in  Mill  Pond,  and  in  1727  he  sells  the  other  or  south- 
west part  to  John  Dethick.  This  division  between  Wilson  and 
Dethick  divided  the  house  on  Back  street  (now  Salem  street), 
through  the  centre  of  the  front  door,  chimney  and  stairs,  and  the 
line  continued  in  the  same  direction  down  to  the  Mill  Pond.  Jan. 
14,  1 7 14  (Vol.  39,  p.  265),  William  and  Mary  Wilson  sell  their 
son-in-law  Samuel  Cunnabell,^  housewright,  for  £45,  the  west  end 
of  their  dwelling-house  and  land,  bounded  easterly  by  their  other 
tenement  through  the  middle  of  the  stack  of  chimneys  which 
divide  the  two  tenements  17  feet,  northerly  on  Cross  street  bv  a 
straight  line  running  from  the  easterly  side  of  said  tenement  down 
into  the  Mill  Pond  and  continuing  the  full  width  of  17  feet  westerly 
into  the  Mill  Pond,  southerly  by  land  of  William  Wilson.  In  the 
division  of  the  estate  of  William  Wilson  March  22,  1733  (Vol,  54, 
p.  95),  between  his  daughter  Mary,  wife  of  Mr.  Cunnabell,  and 
grand  daughter  Sarah,  wife  of  John  Mouran,  Cunnabell  got  8 
feet  front  on  Back  street,  on  which  there  was  a  shop,  and  running 
down  to  his  former  purchase,  also  making  his  lot  deeper  on  Cross 
street  and  including  the  southeast  part  of  the  house  which  his 
former  purchase  divided,  Mouran  taking  the  rest  of  the  estate, 
which  was  15  feet  wide  on  Back  street;  Cunnabell's  part  of  the 
estate  being  valued  at  Xiio.  Mr.  Cunnabell^  dying  in  1746  his 
son,  Samuel, 3  under  date  of  Dec.  1 1,  1749,  quit  claims  to  his  brother 
John^  for  £220,  old  tenor,  his  interest  in  "the  Real  Estate  of  my 
Honored  Father  Samuel  Cunnabel  late  of  said  Boston  House- 
wright Deced,  consisting  both  in  Housing  &  Land  Situate  lying 
and  being  in  Back  Street  near  the  Mill  Pond  in  Boston  aforesaid." 
John  Cunnabell,'^  upon  settlement  of  his  father  Samuel's  estate, 
came  fully  into  possession  of  the  old  homestead,  and  continued  in 
possession  and  occupation  of  the  same  until  he  sold  it  (Vol.  121,  p. 
85),  May  7,  1772,  tor  .£333  :  6  :  8,  to  Aaron  Cabot  and  David  Page, 
both  of  Boston,  housewrights.  The  homestead  was  described  as 
bounded  northeast  on  Cross  street,  ruiuiing  from  Back  street  down 
to  the  Mill  Pond,  agreeable  to  the  original  grant,  and  measuring  on 
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this  line  to  the  back  part  of  the  said  Cunnabeirs  carpenter  shop  131 
feet;  southeasterly  on  Back  street  (now  Salem  street)  8  feet;  south- 
west on  tenement  and  land  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Crafts,  measuring  on  this 
line  163^  feet  to  a  break  4  feet  on  Mrs.  Crafts's  tenement,  and  run- 
ning from  said  break  4  feet  towards  the  Alill  Pond  4  feet;  and  from 
the  last  mentioned  four  feet  runs  west  southerly  upon  a  straight  line 
and  then  measures  8  feet;  then  running  from  the  west  corner  of 
said  line  down  to  the  cap  sill  of  the  Mill  Pond  93  feet;  northwest 
on  Mill  Pond  36^  feet,  with  all  the  buildings  and  fences  thereon 
standing. 

In  1774  (Vol.  126,  p.  262)  Page  and  Cabot  made  a  division  of 
the  part  of  the  estate  upon  which  the  houses  stood,  and  later  in  the 
year  Page  sold  his  half  of  the  rear,  about  35  x  35  feet  upon  which 
their  shop  and  yard  were  located,  to  Cabot;  by  several  deeds  it 
shows  that  Cabot  had  8  feet  on  Back  street,  34  on  Cross;  Page  had 
46  on  Cross,  and  Cabot  for  the  shop  and  yard  had  34=1 14  feet. 
Cabot  had  on  his  lot  two  tenements;  when  Page  sold  his  he  had 
buildings.  Page  sold  his  lot  (Vol.  141,  p.  148)  to  Enoch  James  in 
1779.  Cabot  died  before  1787,  but  during  his  life  had  bought  the 
Mouran  estate.  In  the  settlement  of  his  estate,  after  setting  off  the 
widow's  thirds,  by  order  of  court  the  balance  was  sold.  This  was 
divided  into  two  lots;  one  was  bought  by  Enoch  James  and  the 
other  by  Turell  Tuttle.  James's  purchase  included  the  reversion 
of  the  widow's  thirds  and  in  a  short  time  he  resold  it  to  the  widow, 
who  got  by  this  purchase  the  whole  front  on  Back  street  and  14^ 
feet  on  Cross  street.  Tuttle  got  by  his  purchase  19^  feet  on  Cross 
street  and  bounded  between  James's,  the  Page  lot,  on  northwest  30 
feet  7  inches,  and  the  Widow  Cabot  lot  southeast,  16  feet  10  inches. 
By  several  purchases  Mr.  James  became  the  owner  of  the  whole  of 
the  original  Wilson  lot  before  1800.  He  died  about  18 16  and  this 
estate  was  set  to  his  widow  as  dower.  She  was  living  in  1835  and 
the  James  heirs  bought  her  interest  in  the  estate  for  $450  yearly 
during  life.  The  city  about  this  date  took  a  part  of  it  on  Cross 
street  for  a  widening,  and  the  heirs  divided  the  remainder  into  lots 
which  thev  sold,  the  lots  still  remaining  of  the  same  size.  The 
only  change  in  the  Cunnabell  lot  is  the  cut  on  the  front  on  Cross 
street  to  widen  the  street;  the  cut  was  1 1^  feet  on  Back  street  and 
widening  to  8  feet  at  the  northwesterly  corner  of  the  lot  on  Cross 
street. 
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THE  MAP. 

Upon  the  map  (page  17)  the  boundaries  of  the  old  home- 
stead of  Mr.  Cunnabell  on  Salem  and  Cross  streets  are  shown  by 
the  dotted  lines,  and  his  name  is  printed  thereon.  Its  present  divis- 
ion mto  five  lots  is  also  denoted.  Upon  Salem  street  the  number  is 
38  and  upon  Cross  street  the  numbers  are  35,  37,  39,  41,  45,  47,  49 
and  51.  It  would  seem  that  the  present  brick  building  now  owned 
by  |.  C.  Brooks  and  numbered  47  stands  upon  the  same  ground 
upon  which  Mr.  C's  house  stood.  Upon  this  large  lot  (now  owned 
by  various  persons)  Mr.  C.  resided  from  17 14  until  his  death  in 
1746,  and  his  son  John  until  1772. 

Prior  to  1714  Mr,  Cunnabell  may  have  resided  on  Leverett's 
Lane  where  he  (and  first  wife  Abigail)  mortgaged  land  Aug.  17, 
1713,  discharged  Oct.  2,  1713;  mortgaged  same  (2d  wife  Mary)  Sept. 
9,  17 1 3,  for  .£"150,  discharged  Apr.  30,  17 14.  Mr.  C.  mortgaged 
his  homestead  on  Cross  street  in  1716  for  £100  and  again  in  171S, 
1734,  1736  and  1737.  In  1715  he  and  his  brother-in-law,  Daniel 
Bell,  bought  for  £229  pasture  and  garden  on  Sudbury  street  near 
the  Mill  Pond,  sold  a  part  the  same  year  and  divided  the  remaining 
portion  in  1716.  They  subdivided  the  land,  laid  out  a  street  which 
thev  named  New  street  (afterwards  called  Sudbury  street),  and  sold 
to  various  parties.  He  made  other  purchases  of  lands  near  the  Mill 
Pond,  a  part  of  which  he  sold  in  1725  to  his  brother-in-law,  Wil- 
liam Bond.  He  and  his  wife  bought  an  estate  on  Union  street 
containing  a  brick  house;  mortgaged  the  same  in  1725  for  £600, 
morto-age  discharged  1730.  In  1736  he  and  his  wife  gave  the  estate 
to  their  niece  Sarah,  wife  of  James  Pierpont.  The  brick  house  was 
upon  the  northeasterly  side  of  the  present  Union  street,  the  second 
lot  south  of  where  Marshall  street  intersects  Union  street.  In  1727 
Mr.  C.  bought  No.  39  Garden  street,  40  x  100  feet,  for  £120,  and 
sold  same  in  1732  for  £130. 

In  the  early  references  to  Mr.  C.  he  is  called  "joiner"  and 
"■  house wright;"  later  in  life  "Gentleman."  He  appears  to  have 
been  an  extensive  dealer  in  real  estate.  He  was  chosen  clerk  of  the 
market  Mar.  9,  1734-5,  and  constable  Mar.  13,  1727-8.  He  was 
received  into  co\enant  in  the  Second  or  Old  North  Church  May  13, 
171 1,  and  continued  a  member  of  it  until  his  decease.  He  was  one 
of  the  proprietors  of  Fall  Town,  Mass.,  being  heir  to  his  father, 
John,  who  served  under  Capt.  William  Turner  at  the  "Falls 
Fight,"  in  1676,  and  it  is  c^uite  probable  he  attended  the  first  meet- 
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ing  of  the  proprietors  of  Fall  Town,  which  was  held  at  Northamp- 
ton Jan.  27,  1736,  w4nen  it  was  voted  to  examine  the  tract  and  have 
the  same  surveyed ;  the  same  year  he  was  awarded  lot  No.  67  as 
one  of  the  proprietors.  In  May,  1737,  another  meeting  was  held 
at  Northampton,  when  it  was  voted  that  there  should  be  100 
members  of  the  companv  and  each  proprietor  should  draw  for  his 
lot.  There  heing  hut  97  proprietors  the  remaining  lots  were  to  be 
the  property,  two  for  the  minister  and  one  for  school  purposes. 
During  the  year  it  was  also  voted  that,  of  the  97  proprietors,  60 
should  settle  on  the  land,  and  the  remaining  37  pay  .£iS  towards 
the  Iniildingof  the  meeting-house  and  the  settlement  of  an  orthodox 
minister.  Soon  after  a  meeting  at  Northampton,  Oct.  iS,  1738,  Mr. 
C  drew  lot  No.  47,  and  at  the  meeting  at  Deerfield  May  22,  1739, 
he  drew  lot  No.  92.  Mr.  Cunnabell  did  not  settle  in  Fall  Town, 
but  in  June,  1739,  he  gave  his  son  Samuel  power  of  attorney  to 
look  after  his  interests  in  the  property.  The  original  document,  of 
which  the  following  is  an  exact  copy,  is  in  possession  of  his  great 
great  grandson,  (84)  Edwards  J.  Comiable,'*  of  Jackson,  Mich.:

Mr.  Cunnabell  died  just  before  Nov.  19,  1746.  without  leaving  a 
will.  At  this  date  his  widow,  Mary,  and  their  seven  children 
entered  into  an  agreement  respecting  the  settlement  of  the  estate,  of 
which  the  following  is  an  exact  copy,  the  original  document  being 
in  possession  of  (84)  Edwards  J.  Connable:

*  Her  father,  Benjamin  English  (from  whom  is  also  descended  ex-Governor 
James  E.  English,  of  New  Haven),  was  born  in  Salem,  Mass.,  Oct.  19,  1676, 
removed  about  1701,  after  the  death  of  his  first  wife,  to  New  Haven,  Ct.,  where 
he  married  Apr.  21,  1703,  Rebecca  Brown,  who  became  the  mother  of  Mary, 
wife  of  Samuel  Cunnabell.  Benjamin  English  was  the  son  of  Clement  Eng- 
lish by  wife  Mary  (Waters),  and  she  was  daughter  of  Richard  and  Joyce 
Waters,  of  .Salem,  and  granddaughter  of  James  and  Phebe  Waters,  of 
St.  Botolph,  Aldgate,  London,  England.  Rebecca  Brown,  before  named,  was 
daugliter  of  Eleazer  and  wife  Sarah  (Bulckley),  and  grand  daughter  of  Francis 
and  Mary  (Edwards)  Brown,  who  were  among  the  earliest  settlers  of  Nevy 
Haven.

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panied  her  husband  to  their  new  home  in  Fall  Town,  Hampshire 
county,  now  Bernardston,  Franklin  county,*  Mass.,  riding  behind 
him  on  the  same  horse  and  carrying  her  household  goods. 

Mr.  Cunnabell  was  "of  Boston"  in  June,  1739,  in  which  month, 
as  attorney  for  his  father,  he  attended  a  meeting  of  the  proprietors 
of  Fall  Town  at  Deertield,  vyhen  it  was  voted  to  build  a  meeting- 
house in  F.  50  feet  long,  40  feet  wide  and  33  feet  between  joists; 
this  house  was  built  by  Mr.  C.  and  was  the  first  framed  building 
erected  in  the  town.  Mr.  Cunnabell's  residence  was  the  second 
dvyelling-house  erected  in  the  town;  three  others,  belonging  to 
Lieut.  Ebenezer  Sheldon,  Dea.  Sheldon  and  Maj.  John  Burk,  were 
built  about  the  same  time.  Mr.  C.  built  a  bridge  oyer  Fall  ri\er  in 
1741 — the  first  in  the  tovyn — and  another  in  17^0;  in  1760  he  budt 
abridge  across  Fall  riyer  at  the  saw  mill;  was  on  a  committee  to 
budd  or  repair  bridges  1771,  1772,  1784  and  at  various  othei^  times; 
was  chairman  m  i  770  of  committee  granting  him  lantl  and  a  road 
from  his  saw  mill  to  his  house.  In  1784  it  was  "  Voted,  that  there 
shall  be  a  Bridge  built  by  Mr.  Saml  Cunnabell's  Old  Saw  Mill." 
Mr.  C.  was  chosen  Deer  reeye  1772,  constable  and  collector  1762, 
1763,  1764,  1766,  1773  and  other  years;  surveyor  of  highways  1752, 
1773,  1777,  177S,  17S6.  Dec.  1^,  1773,  a  committee  was  chosen  to 
get  men  to  help  Mr.  C.  moye  the  meeting-house  from  "  Huckle 
Hill "  down  near  the  old  cemetery,  a  distance  of  about  a  half-mile, 
and  at  the  same  meeting  it  was  "  Voted  that  Mr.  Samuel  Cunnable 
shall  haye  the  whole  ordering  of  the  affair  with  Respect  to  drawing 
the  meeting  house."  The  building  was  remoyed  in  1773  to  the 
location  designated  on  the  map,  page  40. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  a  document  found  in  an  old  desk  used 
by  the  late  Dr.  Carpenter,  of  Bernardston,  during  his  business  life, 
and  who  died  about  1855:

3.  Voted  that  Messrs.  Samuel  Cunnable,  Caleb  Chapin,  Ens'n  Sheldon, 
Aaron  Field  &  Serg't  Guild  be  a  Committee  to  see  to  y<=  gitting  Mr.  Wright's 
wood.

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4.  Voted  that  those  men  Hve  west  of  Thos.  Hunt's  shall  be  allowed  to  work 
one  dav  on  their  own  road,  which  shall  be  reckoned  as  their  part  of  gitting 
wood  for  Mr.  Wright.

8.  Voted  and  agreed  to  fling  up  the  plan  the  pews  in  the  Meeting  house  was 
built  upon,  &  the  seating,  and  to  go  altogether  upon  a  new  plan  of  Modling 
the  pews  A;  seating  y*  Meeting  house. 

9.  Voted  that  the  pews  in  the  Meeting  house  shall  be  built  the  same  for 
Largeness  every  way  as  the  pews  in  Greenfield  Meeting  house. 

10.  Voted  that  Messrs.  Hezekiah  Newcomb,  Caleb  Chapin,  Elijah  Kingsley, 
Daniel  Slate  and  Ezekiel  Foster  be  a  Committee  to  plan  y"  pews  in  y*"  Meet- 
ing house  according  to  Greenfield  Meeting  house — also  to  seet  said  house  & 
order  where  people  may  erect  pews,  and  the  people  that  build  pews  shall  hold 
them  one  year  next  ensuing,  &  no  longer  unless  the  Town  see  cause,  and  the 
Committee  are  directed  to  observe  this  rule  in  seeting  y^  house,  viz. :  Age 
Estate  and  Qualification.

Mr.  C  was  remarkable  for  his  self-taught  mechanical  knowledge 
and  ingenuity,  for  his  skill  in  raising  and  drawing  buildings,  con- 
structing bridges,  mills,  residences,  churches,  etc.  As  specimens  of 
his  contriving,  mechanical  mind  are  the  circumstances  of  his 
removing  the  meeting-house  one-half  a  mile  with  men  alone,  the 
raising  of  his  saw  inill  (the  second  one  erected  by  him  on  what  is 
now  known  as  "Newcomb  Brook"),  assisted  only  by  his  son  John, 
daughter  Alollv  and  the  "old  white  mare,*"  and  that  while  engaged 
in  making  maple  sugar  he  gathered  the  sap  in  a  basket  and  boiled 
it  in  a  tub.  The  saw  mill  referred  to  stood  over  a  verv  deep,  nar- 
row gorge  or  glen  in  "Newcomb  Brook,"  117  rods  from  Fall  river. 
See  map  on  page  40. 

It  appears  from  the  rolls  of  the  Revolutionary  War  at  Boston 
that  Mr.  C.  and  his  son  John  were  in  the  military  service.  Mr. 
C.  served  as  a  private  from  April  20  to  May  i,  1775?  ii"*  Capt. 
Agrippa  Wells's  company.  Col.  Williams's  regiment  of  militia; 
marched  from  Greenfield.  He  also  served  from  Jidy  10  to  Aug.  12, 
1777,  in  Capt.  Amasa  Sheldon's  company,  Col.  Elisha  Porter's 
regiment  of  militia,  in  an  expedition  in  the  Northern  Department; 
the  Capt.  was  from  Deerfield.  Mr.  C.  received  for  this  last  service 
£0  :  16  :  8  for  100  miles'  travel,  and  .£1  :  5  :  4  for  his  time,  total 
£2  :  2  :  o.  It  is  probable  he  was  in  the  service  at  other  times  and 
that  the  record  of  his  service  has  not  been  preserved. 

In  1744  was  commenced  the  French  and  Indian  War,  and  so 
frequent  were  the  incursions  of  the  Indians  and  so  great  the  danger 
the  settlements  in  Fall  Town  were  mostly  abandoned,  a  few  inhab- 
itants  only    remaining    and    these    living   in  stockades  or  fortified 
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houses  or  forts.  John  Bark's  fort,  the  largest  of  the  three  forts  in 
Fall  Town,  was  6  rods  square,  constructed  of  timber  lo  or  12  feet 
long  sharpenened  to  a  point  at  the  top  and  placed  perpendicularly 
close  together  firmly  in  the  earth,  and  having  at  each  corner  an 
elevated  stand  for  the  sentinels.  In  case  of  an  alarm  from  the 
approach  of  the  Indians  the  families  that  remained  in  this  territory 
resorted  to  the  forts  for  mutual  protection  and  safety.  The  Indian 
"  war  whoop,"  accompanied  by  the  tomahawk  and  scalping-knife, 
were  the  dread  of  the  early  settlers,  for  they  well  knew  that  if  they 
were  overpowered  it  was  death  at  once,  or  what  was  nearly  as  bad, 
a  terrible  captivity  in  Canada,  from  which  they  might  never  return. 
Mr.  Cunnabell's  daughter  Elizabeth,  who  afterward  became  the 
wife  of  William  Newcomb,  was  born  in  Burk's  fort  in  1757,  where 
her  parents  were  driven  by  the  Indians. 

The  accompanying  map  shows  the  location  of  Burk's  fort; 
it  was  about  6  rods  east  of  the  road,  40  rods  west  of  Fall  river, 
1%  miles  northerly  from  the  village  and  ly^  miles  southeasterly 
from  Mr.  Cunnabell's  house,  the  location  of  the  latter  being  marked 
upon  the  map  "(8)  Samuel  Cunnabell."  Mr.  Cunnabell's  hii'th 
■place  is  shown  upon  map  on  page  17. 

Mr.  Cunnabell  appears  to  have  been  "of  Deerfield  "  1743-4;  he 
was  living  in  Sunderland  in  Dec,  1749,  and  in  May  and  June,  1751. 
His  daughter  Sarah  was  born  in  S.  in  May,  1751.  Dec.  11,  1749,  he 
"of  Sunderland  "  quit-claimed  to  his  brother  John,  of  Boston,  for 
X320,  old  tenor,  "  All  my  Right  Estate  Title  Interest  Inheritance 
Share  Portion  Proportion  Claim  or  Demand  whatsoever  which  I 
the  said  Samuel  Cunnabel  have  or  ought  to  have  in  and  to  All  & 
Singular  the  Real  Estate  of  my  Honoured  Father  Samuel  Cunna- 
bel late  of  said  Boston  Houseright  Dece'',  consisting  both  in  Hous- 
ing &  Land  Situate  lying  and  being  in  Back  Street  near  the  Mill 
Pond  in  Boston  aforesaid."  The  deed  was  acknowledged  in  Boston 
Dec.  13,  1749,  but  never  recorded.  The  following  is  -Afac  simile  of 
Mr.  Cunnabell's  signature  to  the  deed: 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  a  letter  written  1 17  years  ago  by  Mr. 
Cunnabell  to  his  wife's  mother  (widow)  Rebecca  English,  of  New 
Haven,  Conn.  The  "brother  Benjamin"  English  referred  to  was 
Mrs.  Cunnabell's  brother  and  the  "sister"  was  Benjamin's  wnfe. 
Benjamin  was  inhumanely  murdered  in  his  house  in  New  Haven  by 
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one  of  the  British  troops  July  5,  1779.  Mrs.  Cunnal)en''s  mother 
died  two  months  after  the  letter  was  written.  The  letter  was 
obtained  20  years  ago  from  Benjamin's  descendants  in  New  Haven 
and  is  nt)w  in  the  possession  of  (84)  Edwards  J.  Connable," 
of  Jackson,  Mich.  The  orthography  has  been  changed  to  corres- 
pond with  that  of  the  present  day: 

Bernardston,  March  7,  1768. 
Ever   Honored  Mother: 

This  comes  with  our  duty  to  yoii  and  love  to  all  brothers  and  sisters  and  to 
all  friends  that  ask  after  us,  hoping  these  few  lines  will  find  you  in  as  good 
health  as  they  leave  us  in.  Blessed  be  God  for  it  we  having  tliis  opportunity 
to  write  by  Mr.  Dogster  to  you  to  let  you  hear  from  us.  My  wife  has  been  in 
a  very  poor  way  this  winter  but  has  got  better  again  so  that  I  hoj^e  that  I  shall 
be  able  to  come  and  see  you  in  the  latter  part  of  the  summer;  but  I  hope  that 
brother  Benjamin  and  wife  will  come  and  see  us  in  the  month  of  May  and 
that  vou  will  come  with  Mr.  Dogster  then;  he  says  that  he  shall  come  then 
and  I  hope  vou  will  not  fail  of  coming  then  with  him.  If  brother  Benjamin 
can't  come  let  sister  come.  I  am  in  great  haste  to  go  to  north  meeting  so  that 
I  can't  write  so  much  a^  I  would;  having  no  more  at  present  we  remain, 
Your  lo\  ing  son  and  daughter, 

Sameuel  and  Mary  Cunnabell. 

The  letter  is  superscribed:  "For  Mr.  Benjamin  English,  living 
in  New  Haven." 

A  part  of  the  first  house  built  by  Mr.  Cunnabell  in  17.^9  is  still 
standing,  the  large  addition  made  to  it  many  years  before  the  Re\  o- 
lutionary  War  is  also  standing  and  both  are  in  a  good  state  of  pres- 
ervation. In  the  northwest  corner  of  the  floor  of  the  northeast 
room  were  several  short  boards,  now  forming  a  trap  door.  When 
the  house  was  built  in  the  days  when  Indian  depredations  were 
conmon,  these  boards  were  left  ininailed  and  a  bed  placed  over 
them,  so  that  in  case  of  a  sudden  attack  by  the  Indians  these  boards 
might  be  disjDlacecJ  and  a  secret  escape  made  into  the  cellar,  thence 
by  a  private  way  from  the  house,  and  thus  the  occupants  could  be 
saved  from  a  merciless  capture  and  destruction  by  the  savages. 
The  house  is  about  three  miles  from  Bernardston  village,  10  or  12 
rods  west  of  the  road  leading  to  Brattleboro  and  136  rods  north 
from  the  Newcomb  road.  The  farm  and  house  were  afterwards 
owned  by  his  son  (16)  John  and  grandsons  (34)  Joseph  and  (45) 
Samuel.      The  successive  owners  since  then    have  been   Hannibal 

Hadley,  Elbridge   Wheeler,  Frank   Temple,  Leroy   Cutler, 

Looke  and  Madison  Ryther,  the  present  occupant.

In  addition  to  about  230  acres  of  land  in  Fall  Town  which  Mr. 
C.  received  as  heir  of  his  father  and  by  agreement  with  his  brothers 
and  sisters,  deeds  still  preserved  in  the  family  show  that  he  made 
other  purchases  as  follows:  Julv  12,  1742,  for  £20  (he  then  "of 
Fall  Town "),  bought  of  Caleb  Chapin  lot  No.  66  in  Second 
Division  of  meadow  lots,  5  acres,  bounded  "west  by  s''.  Cunnabell's 
house  lot;"  in  this  deed  he  is  called  a  "Cooper."  June  10,  1 751,  for 
.£■16  he  bought  of  John  Gunn  60  acres  in  Sunderland,  being  part  of 
the  4,000  acre  Division,  lying  on  Fish  Pond  Rocks  southwest  of 
the  Fish  Pond,  and  on  the  same  dav  of  Daniel  Hubbard  for  £6,  iS 
acres  in  Sunderland,  lying  on  the  southeast  part  of  Fish  Pond 
Rocks.  Apr.  21,  17=59,  he  bought  5  acres  in  Bernardston,  lot  No. 
C52  on  Fall  river,  originally  drawn  bv  John  Ingraham,  and  July  4 
following  for  XS  he  bought  of  his  brother-in-law,  James  Couch, 
"of  Falltown,"  lot  67  in  Second  Division  of  meadow  lots,  and 
Apr.  7,  1760,  for  £S  he  bought  of  Jonathan  Ashley  10  acres,  lots 
74  and  75  in  Second  Division  of  meadow  lots.  Dec.  S,  1764,  for 
.£5  :  6  :  S  he  bought  of  Ebenezer  Shelden,  Jr.,  lot  68  in  Second 
Division,  =5  acres,  bounded  south  and  west  on  Mr.  Cunnabell's  land. 
Mr.  C.  bought  of  David  Field  for  X50,  June  S,  177S,  "to  be 
paid  in  wheat  at  four  shillings  p''  Bushel,"  100  acres  in  Guilford, 
bounded  south  upon  Bernardston  line.  For  £'ioo  Salah  Barnard 
quit-claimed  to  Mr.  C.  100  acres  in  Guilfortl  Jan.  4,  1777.  Mr.  C. 
also  owned  a  tract  of  land  on  Hoosac  mountain  in  the  town  of 
Florida. 

At  the  time  of  the  blockade  of  Boston  by  the  British  in  the 
Revolutionary  War  Mr.  C.  went  to  Boston  and  brought  home  his 
two  widowed  sisters,  Mrs.  Lee  and  Mrs.  Maxwell  and  her  4  chil- 
dren. It  was  judged  he  raised  a  doiible  crop  of  grain  that  j'car, — - 
it  was  noticed  by  the  people  and  believed  that  Providence  had  thus 
favored  him  as  a  reward  for  his  kindness  to  his  poor  sisters.  Mr. 
C.  was  admitted  to  the  New  Brick  Church,  Boston,  Nov.  6,  1737, 
and  upon  the  organization  of  the  first  church  in  Fall  Town  he  and 
his  wife  became  members  and  so  continued  luitil  their  decease. 
They  were  very  religious  people;  she  was  a  verj-  superior  woman 
and  possessed  one  of  the  sweetest  of  dispositions. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  Mr.  CunnabeH's  will,  the  original 
being  on  file  in  the  probate  office  in  Northampton,  Mass.: 
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Will  of   Samuel  Ci'nnabei-l. 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen,  I,  Samuel  Cimnabell,  of  Bernardston,  in  the 
County  of  Hampsliire  and  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  housevvright, 
being  in  perfect  and  sound  health  of  bod_\-,  mind  and  memor\-,  thanks  be  given 
to  God,  but  calling  to  mind  the  mortality  of  my  body  and  knowing  that  it  is 
appointed  for  all  men  once  to  die,  do  make,  ordain  and  publish  this  my  last 
Will  and  Testament, — that  is  to  say:  Principally  and  first  of  all  I  giye  and 
recommend  Wiy  Soul  into  the  hands  of  Almighty  God  that  gave  it,  and  my 
body  I  recommend  to  the  earth,  to  be  buried  in  decent  Christian  burial  at  the 
discretion  of  my  Executor,  nothing  doubting  but  at  the  general  resurrection  I 
shall  receive  the  same  again  by  the  mighty  power  of  God. 

And  as  touching  such  worldly  estate  wherewith  it  hath  pleased  God  to  bless 
me  in  this  life,  I  give,  devise  and  dispose  of  tho  same  in  the  following  manner 
and  form,  viz.:  I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  children  of  my  son  Samuel,  lately 
deceased,  seven  dollars,*  to  be  equally  divided  between  them.  Also  I  give 
and  bequeath  to  my  son  John  Cunnabell,  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever,  all  my 
buildings  and  land  laying  in  the  town  of  Bernardston  and  District  of  Leyden, 
together  with  my  grist  mill  and  saw  mill  in  Leyden,  with  their  appurtenances, 
as  also  all  real  or  personal  estate  belonging  to  me  in  the  town  of  Guilford  and 
State  of  Vermont;  antl  if  there  be  any  real  estate  belonging  to  me  not  specially' 
mentioned  in  this  Will  I  do  bequeath  the  same  to  m\-  son  John  and  his  heirs 
forever.  I  do  also  bec[ueath  to  m\-  son  John  all  m_\-  personal  and  moveable 
effects  of  whatever  kind  or  name,  together  with  all  moneys  on  hand  or  due  to 
me  by  note,  book  or  otherwise.  Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter 
Mary  Cunnabell  the  use  of  the  south  lower  room  in  my  great  house  so  long 
as  she  shall  live  single  or  be  disposed  to  reside  at  my  house.  I  do  also  give 
and  bequeath  imto  her  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  sixty-seven  dollars,  to  he 
paid  within  three  years  from  the  time  of  my  decease.  Item:  I  give  and 
bequeath  to  m\-  grandson  James  Rider,  son  of  Ilophni  and  Sarah  Rider,  one 
dollar,  to  be  paid  him  at  my  decease.  Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  grand- 
son Peter  Rider,  son  of  Ilophni  and  Sarah  Rider,  a  tract  of  land  lying  on  the 
east  side  of  Fall  ri\er  in  Bernardston  adjoining  to  land  formerh-  belonging  to 
Hophni  Rider,  containing  about  fifteen  acres,  be  the  same  moie  or  less.  Item : 
I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  two  grandchildren  Jonathan  and  Phebe  Ingra- 
ham,  one  dollar  to  each  of  them,  to  be  paid  them  after  my  decease.  *  Item:  I 
give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter  Rebecca  Shattuck  the  sum  of  ten  dollars; 
this,  with  what  I  ha\e  already  given  her,  shall  be  the  whole  of  her  poi-tion. 
Item:  I  gi\c  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter  Elizabeth  Newcomh  the  siun  of 
ten  dollars;  this,  with  what  I  ha\e  already  given  her,  shall  be  the  whole  of 
her  portion,  to  be  ])aid  at  the  time  of  my  decease. 

Item:  I  will  and  require  my  son  John  Cunnabell  to  pay  the  se\eral  legacies 
mentioned  in  this  Will.  I  likewise  order  him  to  pa\-  all  mv  delits  and  funeral 
charges.  I  likewise  constitute,  make  and  ordain  mv  son  John  Cininabell  sole 
Executor  of  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament,  and  I  do  hereby  utterly  disallow, 

*  Mr.  Cunnabell  gives  only  $7  to  the  7  children  of  his  son  Samuel  probably 
because  the  latter  had  married  and  settled  on  and  owned  a  part  of  the  original 
homestead  26  years  prior  to  the  date  of  the  will,  and  his  family  were  therefore 
provided  for,  while  the  son  John*  remained  with  his  father.

revoke  and  disannul  all  and  any  other  former  testament,  will,  legacies  and 
execution  bv  me  in  any  ways  before  mentioned,  named,  willed  and  bequeathed, 
ratifying  and  confirming  this  and  no  other  to  be  my  last  Will  and  Testament. 
In  witness  whereof  I  ha\e  hereunto  set  my  Hand  and  Seal  this  twelfth  day 
of  May,  A.  D.  1796.

Mr.  Cunnabell's  will  was  proved  Jan.  2>,,  ^797;  the  executor 
gave  bonds  to  pav  debts  and  legacies  and  was  not  required  to  tile 
inventory.

published  July  19,  I74i,with  William  Craft,*  son  of  Ephraim^  and 
Hannah  (Reed)  Craft  [yohn.,-  Griffin^)^  born  in  Roxbury,  Mass., 
Oct.  18,  1719-  He  resided  a  few  years  in  Boston,  where  he  was  a 
builder,  and  with  Benjamin  Eustice  did  one-half  the  woodwork 
on  Brattle  Street  Church  in  Boston,  erected  in  1744.  He  was 
living  in  Boston  in  1746,  and  is  supposed  to  have  removed  soon 
after  to  what  is  now  Bernardston  or  Leyden,  Mass.  vShe  married

(11)  John  Cunnabell,'^  son  of  vSamuel,"  page  23  [John^).,  born 
Aug.  10,  1725,  and  was  baptized  in  the  Old  North  Church,  Boston, 
Mass.,  when  5  days  old.  His  birth-place  was  upon  the  southeast 
side  of  what  is  still  known  as  Cross  street  and  now  numbered  47, 
the  house  being  near  Back  street,  now  known  as  Salem  street.  He 
was  published  in  B.  May  5,  174S,  with  Sarah  Crafts, ^  daughter  of 
Thomas*  and  Ann  (White)  Crafts,  of  Boston  i^Ephraim^^  jfohn^^ 
Grljfin'^')^  where  she  was  born  June  17,  1729.  Her  father, 
Thomas  Crafts,*  was  received  as  a  member  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church  in  Boston,  Jan.  7,  1725,  was  a  painter  by  occu])ati()n  and 
one  of  the  eight  '•'•True-born  Sons  of  Liberty''''  who  hung  Oliver, 
the  stamp  distributer,  in  efHgy  to  the  old  Liberty  Tree  Aug.  14, 
176^  Her  great  great  grandfather,  Griflin  Crafts, 1  came  to  this 
country  from  England  in  1^30  antl  settled  in  Roxburv,  Mass.,  now 
a  part  of  Boston. 

Dec.  II,  1749,  Mr.  Cunnabell  bought  of  bis  brother  Samuel 
Cunnabell  for  X220,  old  tenor,  quit-claim  of  all  his  right  in  the  real 
estate  of  their  honored  father  Samuel, ^  consisting  of  housing  and 
land-;  on  Cross  and  Back  streets  near  the  Mill  Pond;  acknowledged 
Dec.  12,  17495  ^^'it  never  recorded.  Mr.  Cunnabell  appears  to  have 
owned  and  resided  upon  the  old  homestead  until  the  summer  or 
fall  of  1772,  when  he  removed  to  what  is  now  the  town  of  Leyden, 
in  Hampshire  county,  now  Franklin  county,  Mass.,  where  he  spent 
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the  remainder  of  his  days.  Leyden,  formerl\-  a  part  of  Bernards- 
ton,  was  incorporated  March  12,  1779,  into  a  district  called  Levden, 
and  in  1809  as  the  town  of  Leyden.  Mr.  C.  mortgaged  his  home- 
stead in  Boston  (as  per  Suffolk  Deeds,  Vol.  119,  p.  i)  Mar.  26, 
1771,  for  £"178  :  13  :  4;  discharged  May  5,  1772.  He  sold  the 
same  (Vol.  121,  p.  87)  May  7,  1773,  for  .£333  :  6  :  8,  to  Aaron 
Cabot,  his  sister  Elizabeth"'s  son-in-law,  antl  David  Page,  his  sister 
Sally's  hinband.  Mrs.  Cunnabell  did  not  sign  the  deed.  A  full 
description  of  the  old  homestead  may  be  found  in  the  account  of  his 
father  (pages  23-6);  see  also  accompanying  map  of  the  same  (page 
17).  With  a  part  of  the  money  which  he  obtained  by  mortgage  of 
his  home  in  Boston  he  purchased  a  portion  of  the  lands  for  his  new 
home  in  Leyden  and  Bernardston.  By  deeds  recorded  at  Greenfield 
(Vol.  3,  p.  25),  it  appears  that  he  bought  of  Timothy  Bigclow,  of 
Bernardston,  Apr.  i,  1771,  for  jf  130,  lot  No.  74  in  First  Division, 
and  lot  No.  2  in  the  Third  Division.  From  deeds  recorded  at 
Springfield  it  appears  that  he  bought  July  7,  1779,  lands  of  Noah 
Allen,  of  Greenfield,  paying  therefor  £3;  Oct.  29,  17S1,  of  Moses 
vScott  for  £11  :  ^,  lot  No.  67  in  Foiu'th  Division,  25  acres;  Apr.  14, 
1783,  of  Benjamin  Greene  for  .£60,  lot  No.  10,  61^  acres,  in  Third 
Division;  Sept.  15,  1784,  for  X4,  of  Joshua  Wells,  75  acres,  lot  No.

Mrs.  Cunnabell's  father,  Thomas  Crafts,  in  his  will  dated  Nov. 
12,  1785,  probated  Nov.  23,  1789,  gives  "to  my  daughter  Sarah 
Cutuiibill,  wife  of  John  Cunnibill,  the  sum  of  twenty  shillings 
lawful  money  over  and  above  his  bond  given  me  tlated  Dec.  22, 
1772  for  i8o£^  lawful  money  which  bond  I  order  my  Excor.  to 
deliver  up  cancelled."  In  the  final  settlement  of  the  estate  Mar.  3, 
1796,  she  received  £'40  more,  making  in  all  £221,  which  was  but  a 
sm;'.ll  share  of  her  father's  large  estate.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  gave 
their  son  Samuel  power  of  attorney  to  sell  to  Mrs.  Cunnabell's 
brother,  William  Crafts,  all  right  of  inheritance  of  her  father, 
Thomas  Crafts.      The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  paper  referred  to: 

Know  all  men  hv  these  Presents,  that  we  John  Cunnabell  of  Levden 
in  the  County  of  Hampshire  and  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  House- 
wright,  &  Sarah  Cunnabell,  his  wife,  do  ordain,  constitute  cV  appoint  our 
beloved  son  Samuel  Cunnabell  to  be  our  lawful  attorney,  and  in  our  names, 
to  demand  and  receive  of  our  brother  William  Crafts,  sole  Excor.  of  the  last 
will  tC  testament  of  our  late  father  Thomas  Crafts,  deceased,  the  whole  of  said 
Sarah  Cunnabell's  part  &  proportion  of  our  said  father  Thomas  Crafts  estate, 
both  real  cV  personal,  and  to  execute  a  discharge  or  discharges  thereof,  and  to 
do  and  transact  anything  respecting  the  same  in  as  full  and  as  ample  a  mannc" 
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as  we  could  do  were  we  personally  present  and  conductincr  the  business  our- 
selves, hereby  ratifying  and  confirming  anything  our  said  Attorney  may  do 
respecting  our  claim  against  said  estate,  with  full  power  of  substitution.  In 
witness  whereof  we  do  hereto  set  our  hands  and  seals  this  26"'  day  of  P'eb- 
ruary  1796.

In  the  records  prior  to  1793  Mr.  Cunnabell  is  called  "  hoiise- 
wright,"  and  after  that  "Gentleman."  Mar.  21,  1793,  he  sold  his 
son  [ohn,  "yeoman,"  for  .£146,  one-half  of  lot  No.  2  in  the  Third 
Division,  35  acres  adjoining  Bernardston  line;  part  of  house  lot  No. 
74,  30  acres  in  Leyden  and  Bernardston;  part  of  lot  No.  10  in  Third 
Division,  33  acres  in  Leyden;  part  of  lot  No.  166  in  Third  Division, 
61/^  acres;  part  of  lot  No.  112  in  Fourth  Division,  etc.  Sept.  13^ 
1S05,  the  son  John*  sold  lot  No.  74  to  his  brother  Samuel  for  $140 
and  Jan.  19,  1805,  he  sold  lands  to  Oliver  Bagg  for  $200. 

Mr.  Cunnabell's  home  in  Leyden  was  at  the  foot  of  "  Frizzle 
Hill,"  near  the  east  line  of  the  town  and  upon  the  southerly  side  of 
the  road  leading  from  "  Frizzle  Hill  "  to  the  village  of  Bernardston. 
The  house  was  standing  in  1S2S  and  was  then  occupied  by  Ichabod 
Marcy,  and  before  that  by  an  aged  lady  named  Frizzle;  it  has  long 
since  disappeared,  but  the  cellar  way  is  still  plainly  seen  and  well 
known.  The  land  where  the  house  stood  is  now  owned  by  Moses 
Nelson.  Upon  the  map  (page  40)  the  location  of  the  house  is 
marked  "(11)  John  Cunnabell."  Here  Mr.  Cunnabell  died  in  the 
family  of  his  son  John  Jan.  30,  iSoi,  in  his  76th  year.  He  was  an 
ingenious  mechanic,  cooper,  carpenter  and  farmer;  a  man  of  great 
honestv  and  integrity  and  very  religious.  His  wife  is  remembered 
as  a  woman  of  superior  education;  she  spent  several  vears  in  the 
family  of  her  son  John  and  died  in  1S18,  ae.  89  years,  being  ten- 
derly cared  for  many  years  by  her  daughter  Polly.     Mr.  and  Mrs. 
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Cunnabell  were  interred  in  the  old  cemetery  in  Bernardston. 
Accompanying  this  is  ^fctc  simile  of  Mr.  C's  autograph,  written 
in  1746.

(12)  Preserved  Cunnabell,^  son  ot  Samuel,*  page  23  [Jo/in'^), 
was  born  at  what  is  now  No.  47  Cross  street,  Boston,  Mass.,  Oct. 
29,  1727,  and  baptized  in  the  Old  North  Church  when  seven  days 
old.  It  is  highly  probable  he  was  married  in  Boston  and  evident 
that  he  rented  for  a  year  or  more  a  part  of  his  father's  old  home- 
stead on  Cross  and  Back  streets  in  Boston,  as  appears  in  the  record 
of  settlement  of  his  father's  estate,  page  31. 

Mr,  Cunnabell  removed  to  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia,  in  the  latter 
part  of  1749  or  fore  part  of  1750.  In  printed  Public  Documents  of 
Nova  Scotia  (Vol.  i,  page  650)  a  list  of  families  is  given  which 
settled  in  Nova  Scotia  si7tce  the  year  1749  and  now,  Jul v  17,  1752, 
living  in  the  north  suburbs  of  Halifax.  It  appears  by  this  list  that 
Mr.  C's  family  consisted  of  2  males  above  16  years,  no  males  under 
16,  2  females  over  16  and  2  under  16,  making  a  total  of  6  persons. 
One  or  more  persons  not  of  his  family  may  have  been  living  with 
him  at  the  time.  He  settled  very  soon  after  1752  at  Windsor, 
Hants  county,  Nova  Scotia,  about  45  miles  from  Halifax  (then  in 
Halifax  county),  where  he  remained  to  the  close  of  his  life.  He 
built  the  first  framed  house  erected  in  Wmdsor.  In  early  life  he 
was  a  carpenter,  probably   later  a  farmer.      He  owned  considerable 
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property  at  Windsor  and  a  stream  of  water  passing  through  the 
village  is  known  as  "  Cimnahell  Creek."  Nov.  19,  1746,  he,  with 
his  brothers,  sisters  and  mother,  entered  into  an  agreement  in  the 
settlement  of  his  father's  estate,  iii  which,  for  considerations  named, 
he  c|uit-claimed  to  his  brother  Samuel  his  interest  in  all  property  in 
Fall  Town,  Mass.  (See  page  28.)  The  following  is  -aJuc  simile  of 
his  autograph  as  signed  to  the  agreement:

It  is  claimed  that  Mr.  C.  left  real  estate  in  l^oston,  Mass.,  which 
now  belongs  to  bis  descendants,  but  there  appears  tf)  be  no  public 
record  going  to  show  that  such  is  the  case.  A  tradition  has  come 
down  to  the  present  generation  that  this  Preserved  Cunnabell  was 
born  at  the  time  of  a  great  epidemic  among  the  young  children, 
and  that  his  Christian  name  \yas  given  him  by  his  parents  in  con- 
secjuence  of  his  having  been  the  only  male  child  born  in  Boston  at 
that  immediate  period  which  sur\  ived  the  memorable  event! 

Mr.  C.  married  (i)  Hester  Wisdom,  probably  in  Boston,  by 
whom  he  had  10  children,  two  of  the  sons  dying  in  infancy.  He 
married  (2)  Mrs.  Crocker — her  maiden  name  unknown — liy  whom 
he  had  one  daughter,  Rachel.  As  the  record  of  birth  of  but  one 
of  his  children  has  been  preserved  it  is  possible  their  names  are  not 
all  arranged  in  the  order  of  birth.  Mr.  C.  was  Hying  as  late  as 
1779.  No  gravestone  to  a  Cunnabell  was  found  in  the  cemetery  at 
Windsor  after  a  half-day's  search,  and  the  town  records  of  births 
only  go  back  to  iSi_|..

(13)  Hannah  Cunnabell,'  ilaughter  of  Samuel, 2  page  23 
(yc//«i),  born  Oct.  13,  1729,  and  was  baptized  in  the  Old  North 
Church,  Boston,  Mass.,  when  six  days  old.  She  was  published  in 
B.  Dec.  29,  174S,  and  married  (1)  according  to  old  Bible  record  May 
18,  17^9,  to  James  Maxwell,  doubtless  in  Boston.  They  removed, 
probably  in  company  with  her  brother  Preserved,  to  Halifax,  Nova 
Scotia,  in  1749  or  1750.  Mr.  M.  removed  to  Rehoboth,  Mass.,  in 
1752-3.  The  Bihle  record  shows  that  their  first  two  children  were 
born  in  Halifax  and  that  both  died  there;  that  their  third  child  was 
born  in  Rehoboth;  the  record  does  not  state  the  place  of  birth  of 
the  last  three,  probably  they  were  born  in  Boston  as  they  are  not 
recorded  in  Rehoboth.  Mr.  M.  must  have  died  at  the  time  of  or  not 
long  before  the  Revolutionary  War.  She  removed  about  the  time 
of  the  blockade  of  Boston  to  Bernardston,  Mass.,  wdiere  she  married 

(2) Frizzle  and  resided  on  "  Frizzle  Hill,"  in  the  eastern  part  of 

the  adjoining  town  of  Leyden,  where  she  died  and  was  interred  in 
the  old  cemetery  in  Bernardston.  Tradition  says  she  was  a  great 
story  teller.

Mr.  C.  was  chosen  hayward  in  1770;  surveyor  of  highways  1769, 
1785;  warden  17S1,  17S3,  17S4;  assessor  1787;  surveyor  of  boards 
and  shingles  1772,  1791;  constable  and  collector  1776;  on  committee 
to  settle  with  Rev.  Amasa  Cook  and  town  treasurer  1783,  and 
employed  by  the  town  to  build  bridges  17S9  and  1790.  He  died 
instantaneously  while  sitting  upon  his  plow  in  his  field  Apr.  29, 
1794.  The  following  is  a  copy  of  an  epitaph  written  by  his  widow 
Sept.  I,  1794?  ^ri<^l  afterwards  engraved  upon  his  graves^tone:

Mrs.  Cunnabell  was  published  Feb.  24,  1799,  with  Judge  John 
Bridgeman,  then  of  Hinsdale,  N.  H.,  and  died  in  Bcrnardston  Apr. 
20,  1S37 — Gravestone. 

Judge   B.  died   many  years   previous  to   his  wife's  death,  aged  83. 

Mr.  Cunnabell  died  intestate;  his  widow  became  the  administra- 
trix of  the  estate  and  the  guardian  of  her  children.

In  her  will  of  June  iS,  iSiS,  proved  Oct.  9,  182 1,  she  remem- 
bered the  children  of  all  her  brothers  and  sisters  bv^  gifts.  She  was 
a  remarkablv  ingenious,  enterprising  and  industrious  woman.  It  is 
a  well-known  fact  that  her  suggestions  to  her  brother  Samuel 
respecting  the  best  method  of  remo\'ing  the  meeting-house  in  1773 
were  atlopted  by  him.  She  constructed  a  waterwheel  near  the 
house  by  which  she  could  spm  fi\e  "  run  "  of  linen  in  a  dav.  She 
was  one  of  the  school  teacliers  of  Bernardston;  Sept.  29,  1774,  the 
town  paid  her  £\  :  15  for  "keeping  school."

(16)  John  Cunnabell,*  son  of  Samuel, ^  page  36  {Samuel,^ 
yohii^)^  was  born  in  Fall  Town,  now  Bernardston,  Franklin  Co., 
Mass.,  m  1749.     He  married  (i)  in  Guilford,  Vt,,  about  1779,  Amy 
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Edwards,  of  Guilford,  where  she  was  horn  in  1760,  and  where  she 
died  July  7,  1785-  The  inscription  upon  her  gravestone  in  a  pasture 
near  Hayne's  school  house  in  G.  reads:  "Mrs.  Amy  Conahle  wife 
of  Mr.  John  Conahle  (daughter  of  Mr.  Joseph  Edwards),  died 
July  7th  17S5  Aged  25  years.  Blessed  are  the  dead  who  die  in  the 
Lord."  Mr.  C.  \vas  married  (2)  in  Leyden,  Noy,  8,  1786,  to  Sarah' 
Dewey,  of  L.,  where  she  was  born  in  1770.  In  the  record  of  this 
marriage  he  is  said  to  be  "of  Guilford."  In  company  with  her 
husband  and  father  and  her  babe  vSamuel,^  she  went  to  Paris, 
Oneida  Co.,  N.  Y.,  to  yisit  a  daughter  and  others,  and  died 
there  Oct.  2:5,  1806;  was  interred  in  Bridgewater,  same  county. 
Mr.  C.  was  published  Dec.  15,  1810,  with  Mrs.  Abigail  Congdon, 
of  Hadley,  Mass.,  who  outliyed  him. 

March  14,  1773,  Mr.  Cunnabell  bought  of  his  father  for  JC40 
"The  Severall  Tracts  &  Parcels  of  Lands  all  Lying  in  Bernards- 
ton  aforesaid;"  lot  No.  69,  6  acres,  in  the  Second  Diyision ;  lot 
No.  52,  5  acres,  lying  near  the  east  branch  of  Fall  riyer,  originally 
drawn  by  John  Ingraham;  lot  No.  92,  ^^o  acres,  in  the  Third  Divis- 
ion, together  with  one-third  part  of  the  saw  mill  standing  on  the 
premises,  one-third  of  the  mill  pond  and  mill  yard,  "also  about 
Two  acres  of  Land  Lying  at  the  South  East  Corner  of  my  home 
lot  N".  67  in  the  First  Division  be  it  more  or  less,  beginning  at  the 
South  East  Corner  of  the  old  Kitchen  Running  thro  the  middle  of 
mv  new^  House  East  to  the  East  line  of  said  lot,  &  then  from  the 
said  vSouth  East  Corner  of  the  old  Kitchen  to  the  South  line  of  the 
aforesaid  home  lot." 

Mr.  C.  bought  other  lands  as  follows:  Feb.  3,  1776,  of  Ezra 
Carpenter  for  £"30,  100  acres  in  Guilford,  lot.  No.  4;  June  2,  1780,

by  sd  Conabels  mill  pond."  In  this  deed  Mr.  C.  is  said  to  be  "of 
Guilford."  June  24,  1788,  of  Jonathan  and  Arad  Hunt  lor  £1^,  25 
acres  in  Hinsdale,  N.  H.,  adjoinmg  Guilford,  Mr.  C.  "of  Guilford;" 
Jan.  I,  1794,  of  Richard  Esen  for  X19,  18  acres  in  B.;  Apr.  8, 
1795,  of  Nehemiah  and  wife  Anna  (Cunnabell*)  Wright  for  jt'9  :  c;, 
quit-claim  to  2%  acres  in  B. — part  of  the  school  lot;  Mar.  16,  1802, 
of  David  Gaines  for  $43.02,  2  acres  and  93  rods  in  Guilford;  Aug. 
10,  1S05,  of  John  Brooks  for  $8.83,  8  acres  and  12  rods  in  Guilford. 
Deeds  preserved  in  the  family  show  that  he  made  several  purchases 
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not  here  eiuuncratcd,  Nov.  27,  1799,  Mr.  C.  sold  William  Crouch, 
of  Guilford,  \"t.,  for  $1,000,  24  acres  and  120  rods  in  Levden,  a 
part  of  lot  139  in  Third  Division,  which  his  father,  Samuel  Cimna- 
hell,  bought  July  2^,  17741  from  John  Burk. 

Mr.  C.  was  chosen  one  of  the  deer  reeves  1774;  surveyor  of 
hiLihways  1776,  1777;  committee  of  inspection  1775,  and  to  build 
iiridges  1776.  He  was  one  of  a  committee  to  settle  with  Rev.  Job 
Wright  in  1780  and  with  Rev.  Amasa  Cook  in  17S3.  In  the  last 
two  references  to  him  he  is  called  '•'•Ensign  John  Cunnabell.'"  It 
is  likely  he  served  as  ensign  in  the  Revolution.  He  served  as  a 
private  from  April  20  to  May  i,  1775,  in  Capt.  Agrippa  Wells's 
company.  Col.  Williams's  regiment  of  militia;  marched  from 
Greenfield.  He  served  as  private  fiom  [ulv  10  to  Aug.  12,  1777,  in 
Capt.  Amasa  Sheldon's  company.  Col.  Elisha  Porter's  regiment  of 
militia,  in  an  expedition  in  the  Northern  Department;  the  captain 
was  from  Greenfield.  Recei\ed  for  100  miles  travel  .i'o  :  16  :  S; 
total  £2  :  2  :  o.  He  also  served  as  private  from  Sept.  23  to  Oct.  iS, 
1777,  in  Capt.  Joseph  Stebbins's  companv,  Col,  David  Wells's  reg- 
iment of  militia,  in  an  expedition  in  the  Northern  Department;  the 
captain  was  from  Deerfield.  Mr.  C.  was  chosen  Mar.  2^,  1779, 
chah-man  of  the  Committee  of  Safetv  and  Correspondence,  a  highlv 
important  position  m  the  Revolutionarv  \\  ar. 

Mr.  C,  upon  the  death  of  his  father,  became  the  owner  of  the 
saw  mill  erected  by  his  father  on  Newcomb  brook;  he  also  owned 
a  saw  mill  in  (juilford  near  the  town  line  of  Bernardston.  He  was 
the  executor  of  his  father's  will  and  owned  and  occupied  the  old 
homestead  until  his  decease.  Upon  the  map  (page  40)  the  house  is 
marked  "(8)  Samuel  Cunnabell."  With  the  exception  of  a  tempo- 
rary residence  in  Guilford  he  always  resided  m  the  house  in  which 
he  was  born;  his  13  children,  with  the  possible  exception  of  1  or  2, 
were  born  in  the  same  house,  as  were  also  10  children  of  his  son 
Joseph  and  2  of  his  son  Samuel.  His  gravestone,  which  is  of  slate 
and  stands  in  the  old  cemetery,  contains  the  following  inscription:

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Upon  the  same  day  that  Mr.  Cunnabell  signed  his  will  he  entered 
into  the  following  agreement  with  his  son  Joseph: 

Articles  of  Agreement  indented,  made  and  conchided  this  fonrth  day  of 
March,  in  the  vear  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  himdred  and  eight,  by 
and  between  John  Cunnable,  of  Bernardston,  in  the  County  of  Hampshire  and 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  on  one  part,  and  Joseph  Cunnabell,  of  said 
Bernardston,  on  the  other  part,  Witnesseth:  That  the  said  John  Cunnabell,  for 
the  considerations  hereafter  mentioned,  hath  agreed  and  doth  hereby  covenant 
and  agree  with  the  said  Joseph  Cunnabell  to  pay  him  annually  on  the  first  day 
of  March  in  each  succeeding  year  during  the  continuation  of  the  natural  life  of 
him,  the  said  John  Cunnabell,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  and  also  find 
him,  the  said  Joseph,  during  said  term  suitable  meat,  drink,  lodging,  washing 
and  mending  his  clothes  and  tools  to  labor  with,  and  also  to  find  and  provide 
for  the  said  Joseph  annually  as  aforesaid  five  dollars'  worth  of  clothing  during 
said  term. 

And  the  said  Joseph  Cunnabell  on  his  part  doth  hereby  covenant  and  agree 
to  labor  faithfully  and  industriously  for  the  said  John  Cunnabell  during  the 
whole  term  of  the  continuation  of  the  natural  life  of  the  said  John  Cunnabell, 
and  that  he  will  faithfully  and  honestly  superintend  and  carefully  secure  all 
the  property  of  and  interest  of  the  said  John  Cunnabell  which  shall  be  com- 
mitted to  his  care,  and  superintend  all  his  business  and  hired  men  as  a  faithful 
industrious  man  conducts  his  own  business,  for  considerations  above  mentioned. 

To  the  true  and  faithful  performance  of  the  several  covenants  and  agree- 
ments aforesaid  the  parties  aforesaid  do  hereby  respectively  bind  themselves, 
their  respective  heirs,  executors  and  administrators,  each  to  the  other,  his  exec- 
vitors  and  administrators,  in  the  penal  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars.  And  in 
testimonv  whereof  thev  have  hereunto  interchangeablv  set  their  hands  and 
seals  the  day  and  year  first  above  written.

I  do  also  give  and  bequeath  to  each  of  my  daughters,  viz.:  Philenda  Edd\', 
wife  to  William  R.  Eddy;  Amay  Allen,  wife  to  Richard  W.  Allen;  Sally 
Carpenter,  wife  to  Ebenezer  Carpenter;  Elizabeth  Connable,  Mary  Connable, 
Lydia  Connabell,  Prudence  Connabell,  Lucy  Connabell  and  Anna  Connabell, 
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one  hundred  and  ten  dollars,  including  what  they  have  or  may  receive  of 
me  previous  to  my  decease ;  the  said  one  hundred  and  ten  dollars  to  be  paid  to 
each  of  them  in  such  articles  of  household  furniture  as  they  shall  respectively 
choose  at  the  time  they  shall  severally  arrive  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  or 
'n  money  within  one  year  after  that  time — that  is  to  say  at  or  before  they  and 
each  of  them  shall  severally  arrive  to  tlie  age  of  nineteen  years,  to  be  paid  by 
my  executor  hereinafter  named. 

Also,  I  do  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son,  Joseph  Cunnabell,  one-third  part 
of  all  my  estate,  both  real  and  personal,  of  every  description  of  which  I  shall 
be  possessed  at  my  decease,  after  my  just  debts,  funeral  charges  and  the  above 
named  legacies  are  paid  and  settled  bv  my  executor  hereinafter  named. 

Also,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  each  of  my  sons  and  daughters  above  named 
(except  my  son  Joseph  Cunnabell)  all  the  remaining  part  of  my  estate,  both 
real  and  personal,  of  every  kind,  after  my  just  debts,  funeral  charges  and  the 
above  described  and  bequeathed  legacies  are  paid  out  and  settled,  to  be  equally 
divided  to  and  among  them  in  the  following  manner — that  is  to  say  that  each 
son  (excepting  my  son  Joseph  as  aforesaid)  shall  all  have  an  equal  share  to  and 
with  each  other  and  twice  the  value  and  amount  of  that  of  each  daughter's 
share,  and  each  daughter  shall  have  an  equal  share  to  each  other  and  to  the 
amount  of  one-half  of  the  share  of  each  son. 

And  lastly  I  do  hereby  appoint  my  son,  Joseph  Cunnabell,  sole  executor  of 
this  mv  last  Will  and  Testament,  hereby  revoking  all  former  wills  by  me 
made.

While 
residing  in  Levden  he  enlisted  in  June,  177S,  under  Capt.  Enoch 
Chapin  and   Lieut.   David    Stebbins,   of    Deerfield,   Mass.,    in    Col. 
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Jacob  Cjenishe's  Reg^t.,  for  six  months,  and  caily  in  July  marched 
to  Springfield,  ]Mass.,  and  was  stationed  as  guard  to  the  prisoners  of 
Gen.  Burgoyne's  army,  who  were  confined  in  an  enclosure  consist- 
ing of  about  6  acres.  After  remaining  two  months  his  company 
was  ordered  to  Brookfield,  Mass.,  as  guard  to  the  magazine,  and 
also  acted  as  guard  to  the  teams  employed  in  the  transportation  of 
ammunition  to  Boston  until  discharged  Dec.  31,  1778-  I"  17S1  the 
town  of  Bernai-dston  paid  him  £11:2:2  for  services  as  a  soldier. 
Late  in  life  he  became  a  pensioner,  drawing  $20  per  year.  It  is 
sail!  that  when  a  boy  he  saw  the  first  fighting  in  I^oston  between 
the  soldiers  and  sailors,  Mr.  C.  was  a  farmer  and  drover,  the  latter 
business  taking  him  from  home  much  of  the  time;  his  wife  in 
his  absence  assumed  the  duties  of  l)oth  parents.  She  was  fully 
equal  to  the  occasion,  being  a  woman  of  strong  character,  resolute 
and  active  to  che  end  of  her  life.  Mr.  C.  was  a  man  of  sterling 
integrity  and  was  highly  regarded  by  all  who  knew  him.  His  son 
Emerson  was  administrator  of  the  estate.

Mr.  Connable  became  the  executor  of  his  father's  will  in  1S13, 
and  soon  after  was  appointed  guardian  to  his  sisters  Lydia,  Lucy 
and  Ann,  and  of  his  lirothers  John  and  Samuel.  He  was  chairman 
1S20-1831  of  committee  on  laying  out  and  di\iding  tracts  of  land 
in  Bernardston  and  Leyden;  was  on  committee  to  pass  town 
accounts  1824-1S31;  on  schools  1S20,  1826,  1827,  1830;  also  on 
various  other  committees.  He  was  assessor  1824  and  selectman 
1823,  1824,  1825,  1831,  1832,  1833  and  1834.  i^oth  himself  and 
wife  were  prominent  members  and  he  a  class  leader  in  the  Metho- 
dist EpiscojDal  church  in  Bernardston  many  years. 

Mr.  C.  paid  off  the  13  living  heirs,  including  the  stepmother, 
and  remained  on  the  homestead  in  B.  until  September,  1837, 
when  he  sold  his  farm  to  his  brother  Samuel  and  removed  with  his 
family  to  Xenia,  Ohio,  and  settled  upon  a  farm  of  150  acres  two 
and  a  half  miles  northwest  of  the  village,  where  he  died  Oct.  11, 
1849.  The  farm  was  on  the  road  which  turns  westerly  from  Detroit 
street  in  the  north  part  of  the  village  of  Xenia,  and  is  bounded  on 
the  south  bv  this  road  and  on  the  west  by  the  Little  Miami  river, 
being  about  two  miles  from  Detroit  street.  He  bought  the  farm 
Nov.  25,  1837,  ^^  Stacia  Haines,  and  it  was  sold  Mar.  15,  1854, 
to  Geo.  H.  Shank,  who  sold  it  Mar.  6,  1S66,  to  David  S.  Harner, 
the  present  owner  and  occupant. 

Nearly  all  his  life  Mr.  C.  was  a  devoted  and  conscientious  Chris- 
tian. He  loved  the  house  of  worship,  and  such  was  his  desire  that 
others  might  enjoy  its  privileges  that  he  has  been  known  to  walk 
miles  to  and  from  church,  thereby  securing,  by  riding  in  his  stead, 
the  attendance  of  a  neighbor  or  friend.  His  hospitable  home  was 
always  open  to  those  engaged  in  any  good  cause.  Until  he  left 
Massachusetts  his  house,  through  a  long  series  of  years,  was  the 
regular  stopping  place  every  two  weeks  for  the  itinerant  minister 
making  the  round  of  his  circuit. 

He  was  uniformly  courteous  and  kind,  particularly  to  those  less 
favored,  a  man  of  just  judgment  and  unswerving  fidelity  to  his 
convictions  of  truth  and  righteousness.  He  was  an  abolitionist 
when  the  very  word  was  a  hiss  and  a  reproach  among  men.  Living 
when  it  was  the  custom  for  everybody,  even  ministers  of  the  gospel,

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to  drink,  he  was  always  a  total  abstaiiiLT  from  all  intoxicatiiiijj 
liquors.  Time  has  already  vindicated  his  position  on  these  two 
great  questions.  These  and  other  characteristics,  with  modesty  and 
quiet,  steadfast  purpose,  gained  for  Mr.  Connable  the  confidence 
and  esteem  of  all  who  knew  him.

Mrs.  Connable  remained  on  the  farm  until  1S51  when  she 
removed  to  Xenia  and  became  a  member  of  the  family  of  her  son- 
in-law,  Eli  Millen,who  delighted  to  honor  her,  and  with  whom  she 
resided  until  her  death,  Nov.  5,  iSSo,  at  the  age  of  87  years  3 
months  and  27  days. 

She  possessed  a  vigorous  mind  and  a  retentive  memory.  She 
was  an  appreciative  reader  of  the  best  books  and  was  conversant 
with  current  literature.  Her  religious  experience,  beginning  at 
seven,  extended  uninterruptedly  through  life.  Though  a  child  of 
Baptist  parents,  she  united  with  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church 
when  eight  years  of  age  and  remained  a  consistent  member  79  years. 
She  enjoyed  a  profound  and  sustained  religious  experience  of  the 
quiet,  undemonstrative  type.  A  constant  reader  of  the  Bible  and 
conscious  of  the  indwelling  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  she  was  ever  able  to 
give  a  reason  for  the  faith  that  was  in  her.  In  the  social  meetings 
of  the  church  she  not  infrequently  led  in  prayer  and  often  testified 
to  her  implicit  faith  in  God,  in  his  word  and  to  her  assurance  of 
divine  acceptance.  Her  brief,  simple  and  direct  testimony,  sup- 
ported by  her  well-known  character,  carried  conviction  as  to  the 
reality  of  the  Christian  religion.  Many  years  before  her  death  she 
remarked  to  a  son,  "for  more  than  twenty  years  I  have  never  lost 
sight  of  the  face  of  my  heavenly  Father." 

In  the  bridal  hour  she  brought  to  her  huslxuid  unfaltering  love, 
unquestioned  fidelity,  established  Christian  character  and  rare 
mental  endowments. 

She  was  the  mother  of  seven  sons  and  three  daughters.  Five 
sons  survived  her.  As  a  mother  she  excelled  in  discipline  and  was 
always  fertile  in  resources.  Quiet,  gentle  and  affectionate,  she 
rarely  spoke  above  her  ordinary  tone.  She  entered  with  full  sym- 
pathy into  the  plans   and  work  of   her  children.      Possessing  their 
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love  and  confidence,  she  sought  to  lead  them,  to  mold  their  charac- 
ters by  the  influence  of   her  own. 

Her  ample  mental  resources  and  her  power  of  graphic  portra3al, 
joined  with  a  cheerful  and  amiable  disposition  and  courteous  man- 
ner, made  her  a  valued  acquisition  in  any  social  circle.  To  the 
last  she  retained  her  rare  ability  to  attract  and  entertam  the 
young  as  well  as  the  mature  and  the  aged.  She  was  deeply  inter- 
ested in  and  was  constantly  aiding  benevolent  enterprises.  Espec- 
ially was  she  helpful  to  the  necessitous  sick  and  poor.  For  their 
comfort  her  hands  and  feet  and  purse  were  laid  under  willing 
tribute.  In  her  benevolent  work  she  regarded  neither  race,  nor 
creed,  nor  condition.  The  last  day  of  her  life  was  devoted  to  mak- 
ing more  comfortable,  with  her  needle,  a  family  which  had  been 
under  her  watchful  care  for  years. 

She  retained  her  mental  faculties  to  the  last.  Her  faith  in  God 
as  her  father  and  in  Christ  as  her  Savior  increased  as  her  physical 
powers  failed.     "At  evening  time  it  was  light." 

On  her  S6th  birthday  the  four  families  of  her  children  living  in 
the  same  city  made  her  a  surprise  visit.  Two  of  her  daughters- 
in-law  prepared  a  birthday  gift  of  cut  flowers  tastefully  arranged 
in  a  glass  dish,  with  more  valuable  presents,  for  which,  two  days 
later,  she  expressed  her  gratitude  in  the  following  note.  The  sig- 
nature is  -Afac  simile. 

Xenia,  July   II,  1S79. 
Dear   DAiiiMTERs: 

This  second  week  in  July  things  seem  to  move  by  surprises.  Sallie  called 
me  to  bring  mv  best  glasses  when  I  came  down  to  dinner,  saying  you  had  a 
note  with  some  flowers,  which  I  understood  her  to  say  were  from  Mrs.  Powers ; 
to  which  I  replied,  "  Well,  now  she  has  a  daughter  to  write  for  her."  Sallie 
was  serious  as  usual  and  said,  "do  not  read  till  after  dinner."  Before  Mr. 
Millen  retired  she  brought  the  dish  to  the  table  and  I  wondered  where  they 
obtained  all  those  nice  flowers,  and  inquired  if  the  dish  was  theirs.  .She  tokl 
me  that  the  note  and  flowers  were  from  my  daughters  Fannie  and  Gussie,  and 
requested  me  to  take  it  up.  I  did  so  and  the  secret  was  fully  out.  My  heart 
welled  up  to  my  eyes  in  grateful  thanks  to  my  Father  for  so  many  tokens 
of  affection  from  my  whole  household  and  many  other  friends. 

I  am  sure  I  merit  not  these,  neither  the  numberless  favors  bestowed  in  all 
my  past  life,  and  as  I  have  nothing  to  render  to  God  for  "all  his  benefits,  I  will 
take  the  cup  of  salvation  and  call  upon  his  name."  I  wish  you,  with  all  my 
loved  ones,  this  blessing,  the  only  one  that  carries  no  sorrow  with  it.  In  hope 
of  this,  I  pra\  that  vou  may  all  be  as  careful  to  please  and  render  to  the  Father 
of  all  our  mercies  the  obedience,  honor  and  heart-felt  affection   that  vou  have 
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done  to  your  earthly   parents,  and   more,  for  if   we  loxe  our  earthly  parents 
more  than  our  Savior  we  cannot  be  His  disciples.

Immediately  after  their  marriage 
they  settled  in  Fabius  upon  a  farm  of  about  150  acres  on  the  "turn- 
pike" road  one  mile  west  from  Franklin  village,  and  here  they 
resided  until  the  spring  of  1854  when  they  removed  to  Cortland, 
Cortland  Co.,  N.  Y.,  where  he  died  Aug.  3,  1854;  ^""'^  widow  died 
there  Oct.  5,  1876.  After  removing  to  Fabius  Mr.  C.  followed 
farming  imtil  he  sold  out  to  his  sons  Fretlerick  and  George  in  1850, 
his  health  having  been  poor  several  years.  He  joined  the  Freewill 
Baptist  church  in  Fabius  in  1825,  was  made  deacon  the  following 
year  and  held  the  ofHce  until  his  death,  a  period  of  28  years.  He 
impressed  everyone  as  being  a  most  righteous  and  perfect  man; 
always  felt  it  his  duty  to  care  for  the  poor  and  needy,  and  his  house 
was  a  home  for  all  Christians,  so  much  so  that  it  was  called  the 
"Pilgrim's  Farm."  One  or  two  facts  will  show  his  character  in 
daily  life.  At  one  time  he  was  serving  on  a  jurv  at  Syracuse  and 
when  the  jury  retired  the  other  eleven  agreed  on  a  verdict  which  he 
thought  was  not  right.  He  was  very  anxious  to  have  the  case 
decided  in  the  right  but  could  not  see  as  the  others  did.  He  had  a 
season  of  prayer  in  the  jury  room  but  they  could  not  agree. 
Finally,  thinking  that  the  eleven  might  be  I'ight,  he  yielded  to  them 
but  felt  very  badly  about  it  afterward;  he  thought  he  had  commit- 
ted the  impardonable  sin  in  yielding  against  his  convictions  of  right. 
He  informed  the  Court  he  \vould  never  ser\e  as  juror  again;  he 
would  pav  his  Hue  first.  He  ne\  er  afterward  was  drawn  on  a  jury. 
For  se\era!  davs  after  this  e\ent  he  was  in  spiritual  darkness ;  he 
felt  so  despondent  that  he  walked  the  floor  nights.  He  finally 
came  out  bright  and  happy  and  remained  so  throughout  his  life. 
A  drover  used  often  to  stop  at  his  house.  On  one  occasion  the 
man  bought  a  cow  agreeing  to  pay  $_)o  for  her  and  to  take  her  the 
next  tune  he  came  along.  When  he  came  Mr.  L' .  was  not  at  home 
but  the  man  took  the  animal  and  gave  the  monev  to  Mrs.  C,  say- 
iuLT  that  beef  was  not  worth  as  much  as  it  was  when  he  made  the 
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purchase,  but  he  would  take  the  cow.  When  Mr.  C.  returned  anil 
was  told  about  the  price  of  beef  he  felt  as  though  he  should  not 
receive  so  much  for  the  cow,  so  he  sent  his  son  Frederick  that 
evening  to  overtake  the  drover  and  give  back  $2.50.  His  golden 
rule  was  for  every  day  guidance.  ISIrs.  Conable  was  a  most 
worthy  partner  of  her  husband.  Their  children  were  born  in 
Fabius.

Subsequent  to 
1S24  he  published,  in  connection  with  John  Lindsay,  of  Halifax,  a 
monthly  periodical,  "The  Acadian  Magazine;"  afterward  removed 
to  Pictou,  Nova  Scotia,  where  he  became  a  partner  of  William 
Milne  and  published  under  the  firm  of  Milne  &  Co.  The  Colonial 
Patriot,  which  was  the  jirst  independent  newsj^aper  in  Nova 
Scotia.  After  retin-ning  to  Halifax  from  Pictou  he  published 
"  The  Halifax  Alonthly  Magazine,"  and  was  engaged  in  the 
execution  of  orders  pertaining  to  the  business  connected  with  his 
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book  and  g-eneral  printing  office,  which  was  transferred  to  his 
brother  Wilham.  About  1839  Mr.  C.  removed  to  Boston,  Mass., 
and  resided  in  that  city  and  neighborhood  eight  or  nine  years, 
where  he  taught  instrumental  and  vocal  music,  then  returned  to 
Halifax  to  teach  music  and  devote  a  portion  of  his  time  to  his 
brother  William's  printing  office.  For  over  25  years  he  was  con- 
ductor of  the  choir  of  St.  Andrew's  Presbyterian  church,  Halifax, 
and  was  absent  but  two  Sundays  in  that  time.  Before  rcmo\ing  to 
Boston  he  published  several  numbers  of  "Cunnabell's  Nova  vScotia 
Almanac  and  Farmer's  Manual,"  which  was  continued  by  him  and 
his  l)rother  William  until  1861.  After  Mr.  C's  return  home,  about 
1869,  he,  on  the  death  of  C  H.  Belcher,  was  engaged  by 
McAlpine  &  Barnes  to  prepare  the  calendar  pages  of  "  Belcher's 
Almanack,"  and  continued  to  do  so  until  his  decease.  He  also 
prepared  other  almanacs  occasionally.  He  wrote  a  book  of  instruc- 
tion for  the  accordeon,  "the  best  on  the  subject." 

During  his  residence  in  Boston  he  was  employed  about  seven 
years  as  teacher  of  music  In'  the  principals  of  three  high  schools,  viz.: 
by  Rev.  E.  M.  P.  Wells,  in  the  School  for  Moral  Discipline,  South 
Boston  Point;  by  Mr.  Green,  principal  of  high  school  at  Jamaica 
Plains,  Roxbury;  and  also  bv  Mr.  Weld  in  ki's  seminary,  Jamaica 
Plains.  These,  with  the  tuition  of  music  classes  and  private  schol- 
ars and  giving  lessons  in  stenography,  were  the  occupations  in 
which  he  was  principally  engaged  in  Nova  Scotia  and  Massachu- 
setts. 

Mr.  C.  was  married  in  Halifax  Dec.  20,  1S3S,  to  Mrs.  Joanna 
Elizabeth  (vSmith)  Ives,  widow  of  William  Black  Ives,  and  daughter 
of  William  .Smith.  She  was  born  in  Halifax  July  24,  1807,  and 
died  there  Nov.  10,  1873.  Mr.  C.  died  at  the  home  of  his  daughter, 
Mrs.  Sarah  A.  E.  (Cunnabell)  Harris,  No.  103  Agricola  street, 
Halifax,  Oct.  20,  1884,  aged  81  years  9  months  and  i  day. 

The  follo\ving  is  from  an  obituary  written  by  a  person  who  had 
been  well  acquainted  with  Mr.  C.  over  50  years: 

He  was  a  remarkably  small  man  in  stature,  but  large  in  heart,  gentle,  mod- 
est and  unassuming,  imparting  knowlege  as  if  he  were  receiving  it.  In  guid- 
ing others,  would  have  you  think  he  was  following  their  counsel;  and  in 
following,  his  anxietv  was  for  those  who  led.  In  argument  persuasive,  ne^•er 
dogmatic,  wishing  his  opponent  to  point  out  the  truth ;  if  mistaken  the  first  to 
acknowledge  it;  if  in  the  right  the  last  to  claim  honor;  clear  in  ideas,  fluent 
in  language,  yet  not  assuming  or  bold  enough  to  take  a  part  in  active  politics 
with  his  tongue,  but  with  his  pen  a  power.  It  has  been  often  remarked  that 
"small  men  wish  to  appear  large,"  but  not  so  with  him.     He  always  wanted 
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others  to  take  the  front  seat.  He  was  oz'er-modest  and  in  his  dealings  seemed 
to  wisli  others  to  gain  tlie  advantage  and  go  without  liimself  (a  failing  of  the 
race).  A  fine  musician  and  brilliant  player  on  the  flute,  a  kind  husband,  good 
father  and  sincere  friend — turbulence  and  contention  he  despised — content  and 
peace  were  his  happiness.  He  was  never  heard  to  speak  an  ill  word  to  or  of  a 
living  individual,  even  his  dog  received  kind  consideration.  An  entire  faith  in 
the  goodness  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  he  had  no  dread  of  the  future.  His 
time-table  closed  with  his  Almanac,  Oct.  20,  1884.  His  last  editorial  is  written, 
his  last  voluine  published  on  earth,  to  be  bound  in  heaven  according  to  his 
works,  by  the  Almighty.*

Death  of  a  Veterax  Printer. — ^Jacob  S.  Cunnabell,  the  patriarch  of 
Nova  Scotia  printers,  died  last  night  after  a  short  illness,  at  the  ripe  old  age  of 
81  years  and  some  odd  months.  He  was  hale  and  hearty  up  to  a  few  days 
ago",  when  he  met  with  an  accident  by  falling  from  a  chair,  and  sustained 
injuries  which  no  doubt  hastened  his  demise.  In  the  Herald  of  August  15 
was  published  a  biographical  sketch  and  interview  with  this  veteran  printer, 
undoubtedly  the  oldest  in  the  Provinces.  He  began  to  learn  the  printing 
business  with  Anthony  Holland  64  years  ago,  and  afterwards  taught  the 
business  to  Alexander  Lawson,  the  present  proprietor  of  the  Yarmouth 
Herald.  L'ncle  Jacob  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Colonial  Patriot,  pub- 
lished at  Pictou.  His  younger  brother,  William  Cunnabell,  established  the 
Mornincr  Herald,  the  first  penny  paper  in  Halifax  and  the  second  one  in  Brit- 
ish America.  The  deceased  founded  and  published  for  many  years  Cunna- 
bell's  Almanac.  He  also  established  and  published  two  magazines,  the  Halifax 
Monthlv  and  the  Acadian.  He  was  a  teacher  of  music  and  a  practical  musi- 
cian in  his  dav,  and  was  one  of  the  best  known  characters  in  Halifax  for  the 
last  quarter  of  a  century.  For  the  last  fifteen  years  he  partially  employed  his 
time  in  preparing  for  the  press  portions  of  Belcher's  Almanac.  He  died  at 
the  residence  of  his  son-in-law,  William  Harris,  where  the  funeral  ceremony 
took  place  on  the  2 2d  inst.,  when  relatives  and  friends  paid  their  last  tribute  of 
respect  to  the  departed  veteran  whose  precepts  still  li\e  to  adorn  the  records 
of  his  professional  career. 

From  the  Acadian  (Halifax)  Recorder  of  Oct.  21,  1884: 

Death  of  an  Old  Printer. — ^Jacob  S.  Cunnabell  died  last  evening  at 
the  residence  of  his  son-in-law,  William  Harris,  aged  82.  He  learned  his 
trade  in  the  office  of  the  Acadian  Recorder  64  years  ago,  and  subsequentlv  pub- 
lished the  Colonial  Patriot  at  Pictou,  and  several  magazines  at  Halifax.  He 
was  also  the  proprietor  of  Cunnabell's  Almanac,  published  for  many  years, 
and  has  for  a  long  time  supplied  the  meteorological  calculations  for  Belcher's 
Almanac.  He  was  a  considerable  musician  and  gave  numerous  concerts, 
with  other  assistance,  in  the  last  generation.  Mr.  Cunnabell  was  a  quiet,  hon- 
est, intelligent  man  and  has  gone  to  his  rest  like  a  tired  child  at  the  day's 
close.

meet  Gen.  Ilood  in  tlie  decisi\e  battle  of  Nasliville.  lie  was  mustered 
out  of  the  service  as  lieutenant  of  artillery  Aug.  i5.  1865.  At  the  time 
of  his  marriage  he  settled  in  Jackson,  Mich.,  where  he  resided  imtil  April, 
1882,  when  he  removed  to  Petoskey,  Mich.,  and  is  now  editor  and  propri- 
etor of  the  Petoskey  Record.  While  residing  in  Jackson  he  became 
greatly  interested  in  tlie  temperance  cause  and  devoted  a  number  of 
years  to  the  work  of  organizing  the  temperance  sentiment  of  Michigan 
and  other  western  States.

He  went  upon  the  stage  at 
the  Chestnut  Street  Theatre,  Philadelphia,  in  1838  and  has  followed 
the  profession  ever  since.

"St.  Clare,"  his  wife  the  original  "  Topsy"  aiul  bis  daughter  Cor- 
delia the  original  "Eva."  The  play  was  dramatized  by  George  L. 
Aiken,  a  cousin  of  Mrs.  H.,  and  perfected  with  songs  and  effects 
by  Mr.  Howard,  who  first  brought  it  out  in  Troy,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  27, 
18^2;  in  New  York  City  July  iS,  18^3;  in  Chicago,  Cleveland, 
Buffalo  and  Boston  in  1854;  Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and  Washing- 
ton 1855;  Albany,  N.  Y.,  1856;  London,  Edinburg  and  Dublin 
1S57;  St.  Louis,  1858,  and  many  other  cities  since  throughout  the 
United  States.  Mr.  H.  is  author  of  various  songs  and  melodies; 
among  them  are:  "Eva  to  her  Papa,"  "St.  Clare  to  Eva  in 
Heaven,"  "  Uncle  Tom's  Religion,"  "  I  'se  so  Wicked,"  etc.  His 
songs  published  in  America  have  also  been  published  in  England, 
Ireland  and  Scotland.  He  has  for  many  years  been  a  frequent  con- 
tributor of  poetry  and  sketches  to  the  papers.
